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Ceremony planned to honor repatriated remains 


Identities of those inside 55 returned cases not yet known

SEOUL, South Korea — The US. military plans 
a ceremony Wednesday to honor the 55 cases of re¬ 
mains handed over by North Korea last week. But 
it’s likely to be a long time before the identities of 
those inside can be verified. 

North Korea’s decision to allow the US. to send 
a cargo plane to collect the remains on Friday par¬ 
tially fulfilled a promise its leader made during his 
June 12 summit with President Donald Trump. 

Trump hailed it as “a great moment for so many 


families” and thanked North Korean leader Kim 
Jong Un. 

The next step will be to send the remains to a 
military lab in Hawaii where they will undergo a 
lengthy forensics process. 

US. officials also are eager to resume searches 
in North Korea for more remains, an effort that has 
been stalled for more than a decade due to rising 
nuclear tensions. 

More than 7,600 American servicemembers re¬ 
main missing from the 1950-53 Korean War, which 
ended in an armistice instead of a peace treaty.

The U.S. and Egyptian navies 
are practicing how to detect and 
neutralize underwater explosives 
using dive teams and drones in an 
exercise in the Red Sea. 

Sailors from 5th Fleet’s un¬ 
derwater ordnance and disposal 
units are training with the Egyp¬ 
tian navy to improve teamwork 
and strengthen military diving 
skills. 

The exercise, Eagle Response 
18, which began Tuesday at the 


Red Sea Naval Base, includes 
underwater detonation drills, un¬ 
derwater drone operations and 
anti-terrorism and force-protec¬ 
tion dives. 

“Diving is one of the most haz¬ 
ardous evolutions a human can do, 
and it’s important we share our 
experiences and learn from each 
other to improve safety across the 
board,” said Chief Petty Officer 
Eli Hernandez, the decompres¬ 
sion training instructor.

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Americans, French 
mark centennial 
of WWI offensive

SERINGES-ET-NESLES, 
France — French and Americans 
gathered at the Oise-Aisne Amer¬ 
ican Cemetery in France on Sat¬ 
urday to mark the centennial of 
the Oise-Aisne Offensive. 

About 55,000 Americans were 
killed or wounded in the World 
War I operation, which includ¬ 
ed two separate offensives, the 
Aisne-Marne and the Oise-Aisne 
battles. Most of the nearly 6,000 
Americans buried at Oise-Aisne 
American Cemetery died in those 
battles. 

The centennial ceremony Sat¬ 
urday featured a flyover by two 
World War I-style biplanes to 
honor the pilots who fell in the 
war, including Lt. Quentin Roos¬ 
evelt, President Theodore Roos¬ 
evelt’s son, who was shot down 
nearby in July 1918. 

U.S. Mgj. Gen. Steve Ferrari, 
commander of the 25th Infantry 
Division, and Gen. Joseph Lengy- 
el, chief of the National Guard Bu¬ 
reau, both gave speeches, quoting 
poet and 42nd Division soldier 
Sgt. Joyce Kilmer, who is buried 
at the cemetery. Ferrari ended 
his speech with Kilmer’s power¬ 
ful poem “Prayer.” 

Standing nearby, dressed in a 
World War I-style American uni¬ 
form, Cpl. John Koenig, of Head¬ 
quarters and Support Company, 
42nd Infantry Division, said: “I 
still can’t believe I am in France

for the ceremony. This unit is 
close to me, and I am interested 
to learn more about it.” 

The 42nd fought a two-day 
battle nearby at Croix Rouge 
Farm, where another ceremony 
was planned later Saturday at the 
division’s memorial monument. 

A three-volley salute was given 
by a French 75-mm cannon from 
1897. The ceremony ended with a 
firing of volleys by a U.S. Army 
honor platoon and the playing of 
French and American taps. 

“It’s fantastic to have been here. 
We’ve been here for a week and 
have seen most of the sites where 
our unit fought,” said Command 
Sgt. Mqj. Terry White, of 1st Bat¬ 
talion, 167th Infantry Regiment, 
as he walked through the rows of 
crosses and Stars of David after 
the ceremony.

Some 5,300 of those are be¬ 
lieved to have been lost in North 
Korea, which is separated from 
the South by one of the world’s 
most fortified borders. 

“Just over 1,000 men are un¬ 
recovered” from the so-called 
Demilitarized Zone and nearby 
buffer zones, according to the 
Defense POW/MIA Accounting 
Agency, or DPAA. 

Gen. Vincent Brooks, com¬ 
mander of U.S. Forces Korea and 
United Nations Command, will 
host a full honors ceremony on 
Wednesday for the remains, which 
were flown to Osan Air Base. 

“Immediately following that 
ceremony, the remains will be 
flown to Hawaii for further pro¬ 
cessing under the Defense POW/ 
MIA Accounting Agency,” the 
UNC said Friday. 

Once the remains are in Ha¬ 
waii, staff at the DPAA labora¬ 
tory, which bills itself as the 
“largest and most diverse skel¬ 
etal identification laboratory in 
the world,” will use a variety of 
methods to try to identify each set 
of remains. 

Forensic anthropologists will 
try to develop a biological profile, 
including sex, race, height and 
age at death. They’ll also look at 
the condition of bones for hints of 
trauma and medical conditions 
as well as other clues. Also valu¬ 
able will be any bits of clothing, 
dog tags or other personal effects 
returned with the remains. 

Scientists also test DNA, which 
can be compared with family ref¬ 
erence samples that are kept on 
file. The DPAA has family refer¬ 
ence samples for more than 90 
percent of the missing service- 
members, said spokesman Lt. 
Col. Kenneth Hoffman. 

But past remains have been 
found to be mixed up with other 
unidentified individuals and, in 
at least one case, animal bones. 
DNA samples must be sent for 
analysis to a separate lab at Dover 
Air Force Base, Del. 

Dental evidence and chest ra¬ 
diograph comparisons are other 
important indicators. 

Hoffman said the military has 
a database of X-ray images of rib

cages of thousands of American 
servicemembers. 

“The clavicle is actually as 
unique as your fingerprint,” he 
said in an email. 

“No loss is resolved by one sin¬ 
gle piece of evidence,” he added. 
“Identifications are made based 
upon multiple lines of evidence 
— both scientific and historical.” 

Meanwhile, the boxes hold¬ 
ing the remains returned Friday 
were draped in blue U.N. flags, as 
15 other nations fought under the 
banner alongside the U.S. during 
the war. 

Some cases have taken decades 
to resolve. As recently as last 
month, a South Korean soldier 
whose remains were found by 
search teams in North Korea in 
2001 finally was returned home. 

The DPAA has received about 
630 sets of remains from unilateral 
turnovers and field recovery mis¬ 
sions, Hoffman said, adding that 
“not all were American remains.” 

So far, 339 identifications have 
been made, “approximately 80 
percent of what we believe to be 
American from those sources,” 
he said. 

The White House is looking 
forward to resuming field opera¬ 
tions, another agreement stem¬ 
ming from the summit and seen 
as an important goodwill gesture 
from the North amid more diffi¬ 
cult negotiations over dismantling 
its nuclear weapons program. 

“Today, the Chairman is fulfill¬ 
ing part of the commitment he 
made to the President to return 
our fallen American service mem¬ 
bers,” the White House said in a 
statement. “We are encouraged 
by North Korea’s actions and the 
momentum for positive change.”

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa 
— Okinawa’s anti-base governor 
once again has unveiled plans 
to revoke permitting for a new 
coastal runway that will facilitate 
the relocation and closure of Ma¬ 
rine Corps Air Station Futenma. 

Gov. Takeshi Onaga announced 
Friday that he will revoke approv¬ 
al permitting for a landfill into 
Oura Bay at the remote northern 
Marine Corps base Camp Schwab 
after the central government al¬ 
legedly violated environmental 
regulations regarding an endan¬ 
gered species of coral, deviated 
from construction plans and with¬ 
held vital information, according 
to a statement provided to Stars 
and Stripes. 

Onaga also said surveys indi¬ 
cate the sea wall protecting the 
construction area could be com¬ 
promised, there is an active fault 
in the area, and some of the base’s 
nearby buildings are in violation 
of US. Department of Defense 
safety guidelines. 

Before canceling the permits, 
Onaga plans to convene a hear¬ 
ing with Okinawa Defense Bureau 
officials. He cited his executive 
authority in putting a halt to the 
project. 

“With that many environmental 
and disaster prevention violations, 
and factoring in all the disadvan¬ 
tages for locals, the prefectural 
government has concluded that 
the Okinawa Defense Bureau has 
not met the guidelines and also 
failed to meet the National Land 
Use Planning Act,” he said in the 
statement. 

“The Okinawa prefectural 
government is going to start the 
process of withdrawing the ap¬ 
proval,” he added. “I will use any 
methods and do my best to keep 
my public commitment (to halt 
the project).” 

Since his landslide election 
in November 2014, Onaga has 
caused significant delays through 
two court challenges, the most 
recent ending in March, but has 
been unsuccessful in stopping the 
relocation. 

Construction will continue, at 


least for the time being, said Ma- 
sashi Katsuren, of the Okinawa 
Defense Bureau. 

“We are aware of the gover¬ 
nor’s press conference,” he said. 
“However, we have not heard 
anything officially from the pre¬ 
fectural government; therefore, 
we cannot make any comments at 
this time.” 

Onaga faces re-election in No¬ 
vember. He has been battling pan¬ 
creatic cancer in recent months, 
but has vowed to push forward 
with his opposition to the project. 

The relocation project’s genesis 
can be traced to 1995, when two 
Marines and a sailor kidnapped 
and brutally raped a 12-year-old 
local girl. During mass protests 
that followed, Ginowan residents 
called for relocation of Futen- 
ma’s air operations out of safety 
concerns. 

The air station is in a densely 
populated urban area in the cen¬ 
ter of the tiny island prefecture. 

The move was agreed upon 
during bilateral negotiations in 
1996. However, some residents 
were angered a year later when 
it was announced that Futenma 
would be kept within the south¬ 
ern island prefecture. 

It then was decided that a 
runway would be built at Camp 
Schwab on Okinawa’s remote 
northern coast and that the base 
would be expanded to facilitate 
the move. 

In 2013, then-Gov. Hirokazu 


Nakaima signed off on a permit to 
allow the landfill work, and con¬ 
struction began in August 2014. 

A couple of months later, Onaga 
was elected on a platform of vow¬ 
ing to block the relocation and to 
banish MV-22 Osprey tilt-rotor 
aircraft from the island. 

Construction was suspended in 
March 2016 after Onaga revoked 
a permit to fill in the sea for the 
runway. 

That revocation was struck 
down by the Fukuoka High Court 
in December 2016. In July 2017, 
Onaga filed another unsuccessful 
district court lawsuit saying the 
government was breaking coral 
without the proper permits. 

Landfill work was delayed until 
Aug. 17,2018, after an endangered 
type of coral — Porites okinawen- 
sis — was discovered at the site in 
July 2017. The delay facilitated 
the use of an alternative, environ¬ 
mentally friendly construction 
method to complete a seawall 
around the construction site. The 
coral faces extinction and is on 
Japan’s Red List of Threatened 
Species, according to the coun¬ 
try’s Ministry of Environment. 

The runway is the cornerstone 
of the Futenma relocation, and the 
landfill is seen as the last m^or 
hurdle. The work is expected to 
be completed by March 31, 2020, 
according to the defense bureau.

Sailor accused of slashing Okinawa man’s neck, vehicle vandalism

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa — A sailor 
was arrested early Sunday after allegedly 
vandalizing a vehicle and then slashing the 
neck of a Japanese man who tried to inter¬ 
vene, police said. 

Petty Officer 2nd Class Neal Scheffer, 
23, was taken into custody about 4 a.m. 
after a side mirror was broken on a vehicle 
parked in the area of Hamby Market in 
Chatan, near Camp Foster, said Okinawa 
Police spokesman Takashi Tonouchi. 


Scheffer was confronted by three local 
men who had called police to report the 
vandalism, Tonouchi said. The men said 
they tried to stop Scheffer when he alleg¬ 
edly grabbed a piece of the broken mirror 
and cut one of them on the left side of his 
neck. The wound required “a few” stitches, 
the spokesman said. 

The men held the sailor down until po¬ 
lice arrived, he added. 

Police believe Scheffer—reportedly vis¬ 
iting the island from Guam — was under 
the influence of alcohol at the time of the 
incident, Tonouchi said. He appeared heav¬ 


ily intoxicated and police smelled alcohol 
on his breath, though no Breathalyzer test 
was given. 

Scheffer was being held Sunday at the 
Okinawa City police station pending for¬ 
mal charges. 

Airman arrested 

In a separate weekend incident on Oki¬ 
nawa, Senior Airman Robert Lowery, 23, 
was arrested on suspicion of drunken driv¬ 
ing shortly after 12:30 a.m. Saturday after 
hitting a vehicle in Chatan and fleeing the 
scene, Tonouchi said. 


Lowery then allegedly hit the median 
and smashed into a utility pole, the spokes¬ 
man said. When police arrived and admin¬ 
istered a Breathalyzer test, the airman’s 
blood-alcohol content was five times 
Japan’s legal limit of 0.03 percent, police 
said. 

All 50 U.S. states have set 0.08 percent as 
the legal limit for driving under the influ¬ 
ence or driving while impaired. 

Lowery also was being held at the Oki¬ 
nawa City police station on Sunday.

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'Totally awesome:' 
Brown takes over 
Pacific Air Forces

Army: Workers in Germany 
exposed to toxic cadmium

FORT SHAFTER, Hawaii 
— Gen. Charles Brown Jr. on 
Thursday became the 14th four- 
star general to lead Pacific Air 
Forces. 

But Brown sounded more like a 
wide-eyed teenager than a battle- 
tested fighter pilot and leader 
during a ceremony at Joint Base 
Pearl Harbor-Hickam, Hawaii, 
where he assumed command 
shortly after being pinned with 
that fourth star. 

“It is totally awesome to be 
here today,” he said to a large au¬ 
dience gathered 
under a cavern¬ 
ous hangar. 

Recalling his 
first oath of of¬ 
fice while an 
ROTC cadet, he 
said: “I never 
really believed 
I’d get this far. 

Never in my 
wildest dreams 
did I imagine 
that I’d be standing here on the 
platform today, wearing a fourth 
star and taking command of 
PACAF.” 

Brown replaces interim 
PACAF head Lt. Gen. Jerry 
Martinez, who is also com¬ 
mander of U.S. Forces Japan. 
Martinez put on the extra hat in 
April after PACAF Commander 
Gen. Terrence O’Shaughnessy 
became head of U.S. Northern 
Command. 

Brown was commissioned in 
1984 and received a master’s de¬ 
gree in aeronautical science in 
1994. He has commanded a fight¬ 
er squadron, the U.S. Air Force 
Weapons School and two fighter 
wings, including the 8th Fighter 
Wing, dubbed the “Wolf Pack,” at 
Kunsan Air Base, South Korea. 

“In your new commander, 
PACAF has a joint airman who is 


recognized as one of the top team 
builders, warfighting experts, 
leaders, warriors — not only in 
the Air Force but in the entire 
U.S. military,” Gen. Stephen Wil¬ 
son, Air Force vice chief of staff, 
told the airmen assembled at the 
ceremony. “That’s why he’s the 
right leader at the right time.” 

Brown commanded U.S. air 
forces in Southwest Asia from 
2015 to 2016 and for the past two 
years has been deputy command¬ 
er of U.S. Central Command. In 
those roles, Wilson said. Brown 
“was the architect of the air war 
that decimated the Islamic State” 
in Iraq. 

Brown now commands about 
46,000 airmen and civilian per¬ 
sonnel based primarily in Hawaii, 
Alaska, Japan, Guam and South 
Korea. Roughly 320 fighter and 
attack aircraft are assigned to Pa¬ 
cific Air Forces, with another 100 
aircraft rotating on deployments 
to Guam. 

Adm. Philip Davidson, who 
took the helm of U.S. Indo-Pacific 
Command in May, described 
some of the challenges facing 
Brown and his airmen. 

“China continues to improve 
both the size and the capability 
of its armed forces and hopes to 
supplant the U.S. as the security 
partner of choice, not just in the 
Indo-Pacific, but across the globe 
— and on its terms,” Davidson 
said. “Russia continues to mod¬ 
ernize its military in all domains 
and seeks explicitly to under¬ 
mine the international order and 
U.S. security guarantees. North 
Korea remains our most immedi¬ 
ate challenge.” 

He said America’s Pacific “joint 
forces must find new ways to com¬ 
pete below the threshold of armed 
conflict” to dissuade revanchist 
powers such as China and Russia 
from “solving their disappoint¬ 
ments through conflict.”

STUTTGART, Germany — A 
group of workers at a U.S. Army 
warehouse in Dulmen, Germany, 
was exposed to a toxic agent more 
than a year ago after mishandling 
a shipment of material that con¬ 
tained cadmium, the Army said. 

The incident occurred in June 
2017 at Tower Barracks, which is 
a site used by the Army for pre¬ 
positioning equipment. 

The items were “incorrectly 
cleaned in a single section of a 
single warehouse by eight em¬ 
ployees,” Col. Sean Kuester, com¬ 
mander for U.S. Army Garrison 
Benelux, told reporters last week, 
according to a transcript obtained 
Friday. 

David Wright Patterson, a 
worker who said he was exposed 
to cadmium at the barracks, told 
Scotland’s Daily Record newspa¬ 
per on July 23 that workers were 
offered no protection while he 
oversaw the cleaning of 50 boxes 
of contaminated Army equipment 


for 10 days. 

The incident, which the Army 
said it didn’t discover until 
March, has led some local resi¬ 
dents to express fears about wider 
contamination. 

Cadmium, which is used in bat¬ 
teries, can be dangerous when not 
handled properly. It is a cancer- 
causing agent and can cause 
damage to kidneys and lungs de¬ 
pending on dosage and frequency 
of contact, according to the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention website. 

Kuester said the Army should 
have been more transparent 
about what happened. 

“We know we won’t earn your 
trust if we don’t perform bet¬ 
ter, so we will,” Kuester said at a 
news conference Tuesday. 

The Army said the workers who 
were exposed to cadmium have 
been tested and are not register¬ 
ing elevated levels of the toxin. 

“All eight have been medically 
tested,” Kuester said. “Of the 
eight, seven were tested through 
contractor-provided medical ser¬ 


vices and have normal cadmium 
levels. The eighth individual con¬ 
ducted testing independently and 
I do not have information on that 
person’s status, as he is no longer 
an employee here.” 

That worker is Patterson, who 
has taken issue with the Army’s 
account. The Scottish national 
said he was fired from his job 
at the barracks for blowing the 
whistle on the incident. 

“I’ve been under a great deal of 
stress as a whistleblower,” Patter¬ 
son told the Daily Record. “There 
are another 15 blokes who can’t 
say anything because they will 
end up getting the sack like me.” 

Work at Tower Barracks is 
managed by contractor URS Fed¬ 
eral Services, the Army said. 

“The contractor has redou¬ 
bled efforts on safety training 
and proper methods for receiv¬ 
ing, processing, handling and 
cleaning items that are possibly 
contaminated with cadmium,” 
Kuester said.

Army Garrison Stuttgart ex-provost marshal gets prison for choking wife

KLEBER KASERNE, Germany — The 
former Director of Emergency Services 
for U.S. Army Garrison Stuttgart was sen¬ 
tenced to 18 months in prison Friday and 
was ordered to be dismissed from the Army 
for choking his wife during a fight in their 
home a year ago. 

Former Provost Marshal Mqj. Jay Guer¬ 
rero, a 14-year veteran of the Army who 
served as head of Stuttgart’s military pohce 
and firefighters, pleaded guilty Friday to 
aggravated assault. 

According to court testimony, on the 
morning of July 27, 2017, Guerrero and his 
wife got into an argument, one of many. 


that quickly became violent. During the 
fight, Guerrero grabbed Daisy Guerrero by 
the throat with his hands and choked her 
briefly. 

Later, he came up behind her, put her into 
a chokehold in the bend of his elbow and ap- 
phed pressure on her neck until she blacked 
out and lost control of bodily functions. 

In a statement to the presiding judge. Col. 
Christopher Fredriksen, Daisy Guerrero 
said that during the attack, she could feel 
her life slipping away as she started to black 
out. Her son was in an adjoining room as 
she was being choked. 

The harder she fought, the worse things 
got until she was convinced she wouldn’t 
“make it out” of the assault. She testified 
that as she blacked out, she thought, “My 


God, what is going to happen to Jaden?” 

She came to, coughing for air, struggling 
to stand. 

Jenifer Markowitz, a forensic nurse, tes¬ 
tified that when someone loses control of 
bodily functions such as bladder control 
when they are being choked, it is a sign 
“the brain is essentially shutting down” and 
death is near. 

Jay Guerrero, who on his first deploy¬ 
ment as an officer was awarded the Bronze 
Star with valor device for combat actions in 
Iraq, testified that he let his emotions go the 
day of the attack. 

He said he was trying to talk with his wife 
and she refused to let him kiss her, leaving 
him feeling rejected. A fight broke out and 
he couldn’t hold back. 


As his wife dabbed tears from her eyes 
in the court gallery, he described squeez¬ 
ing her neck until he “felt her legs going 
weak.” 

Later, speaking directly to his wife in 
a broken voice, he took responsibility for 
the assault and asked for her forgiveness, 
saying, “I am deeply embarrassed and 
ashamed of my actions.” 

Jay Guerrero faced a possible confine¬ 
ment of three years, total forfeiture of all 
pay and allowances and dismissal from the 
service. He was taken from the court build¬ 
ing on Kleber Kaserne to the U.S. Army 
Regional Correctional Facihty-Europe con¬ 
finement center at Sembach Kaserne.

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US, allies kick off air warfare drills Down Under

Air Force and Marine Corps aviators, 
along with participants from 16 nations, 
are engaging in simulated combat above 
Australia’s Northern Territory dur¬ 
ing Exercise Pitch Black, which began 
Friday. 

“Pitch Black is the Royal Australian 
Air Force’s largest and most important 
international air defense exercise with 
several regional, coalition and allied air 
forces taking part,” said Air Vice Mar¬ 
shal Steven Roberton, commander of 
the operational arm of the RAAF, in a 
statement. 

The drills, which happen every two 
years, will be held at bases in Darwin 


and Tindal over three weeks and will 
focus on offensive and defensive air oper¬ 
ations, according to an RAAF website. 

More than 140 aircraft and 4,000 mil¬ 
itary personnel are involved, including 
participants from Australia, Canada, 
France, Indonesia, Germany, New Zea¬ 
land, Japan, South Korea, Malaysia, 
Singapore, Thailand, Sweden and, for 
the first time, India, a U.S. Air Force 
statement said. 

Pitch Black began as an Australia- 
only exercise in the 1980s. Singapore 
was invited in 1990 and the exercise 
has grown to include other Australian 
friends and allies. It is scheduled to con¬ 
clude on Aug. 17.

Witnesses: Heavy

— The Army hosted Street Fight¬ 
er V tournaments at eight bases 
around the world Saturday in an 
effort to jump in on the electronic 
sports craze.

SANAA, Yemen — Heavy 
fighting along Yemen’s west coast 
between pro-government forces 
and Shiite rebels in recent days 
has left dozens dead from both 
sides, Yemeni officials and wit¬ 
nesses said Sunday. 

Government forces, backed by 
a Saudi-led coalition, have been 
advancing in the area in recent 
weeks as they battle Iran-allied 
rebels known as Houthis. The 
fighting has escalated as govern¬ 
ment forces try to retake the port 
city of Hodeida, the main entry 
point for food in a country teeter¬ 
ing on the brink of famine. 

The government has been wag¬ 
ing an offensive to seize the rebel- 
held district of Zabid south of 
Hodeida, the officials said. The of¬ 
fensive is being waged by ground 
troops carrying sophisticated 
weapons, including shoulder-fired 
missiles, with air cover from the 
Saudi-led coalition, they said. 

The fighting to capture Zabid, 
a UNESCO World Heritage Site, 
killed dozens from both sides of 
Yemen’s conflict, now in its fourth 
year. 

The coalition on Sunday target¬ 
ed rebels in the district of ad-Du- 
rayhimi, south of Hodeida, with 
airstrikes, killing at least 18 peo¬ 
ple, the officials said. The rebels, 
known as the Houthis, were try¬ 
ing to break into ad-Durayhimi, 


about 12.5 miles south of Hodeida 
International Airport, they said. 

The officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity because they were 
not authorized to brief the media, 
while the witnesses did so over 
fear of reprisals. 

Also on Sunday, the coalition 
said it destroyed missile launch 
sites in the rebels’ northern home 
base of Saada province, according 
to a statement carried by Saudi 
state-run al-Ekhbariya TV.

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Officials: 3 killed in attack in Afghanistan’s Nangarhar

KABUL, Afghanistan — At least three peo¬ 
ple were killed after a suicide bomber deto¬ 
nated his explosives vest, paving the way for 
another attacker to charge into a training cen¬ 
ter for midwives in the capital of Nangarhar 
province, an official said Saturday. 

AttahuUah Khogyani, spokesman for the 
provincial governor, said the three victims — 
two security guards and a driver—were killed 
in the first attack near the center’s gate. 

He added that seven others, including three 


security forces, two civilians and two govern¬ 
ment employees, were wounded in the attack 
in Jalalabad city, the capital of the eastern 
Nangarhar province. 

It was not immediately clear how many 
people sustained wounds from the shooting 
by the attacker inside the building and how 
many from the bomb, but an investigation is 
underway, Khogyani said. 

The second attacker was not able to deto¬ 
nate his explosives vest and was shot by se¬ 
curity forces. 


“More than 60 students, teachers and other 
employees were rescued from the building by 
the Afghan security forces,” said Khogyani. 

The battle between the attacker and securi¬ 
ty forces lasted almost six hours, added Khog¬ 
yani, because “the forces had to rescue every 
individual from the building,” 

No one immediately claimed responsibility 
for the attack, but both Taliban insurgents and 
fighters from the local Islamic State affiliate 
are active in eastern Afghanistan, especially 
in Nangarhar. 
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Calif, 
wildfires 
rage into 
4tli day

REDDING, Calif.—Thousands 
of dazed evacuees struggled to 
keep their emotions in check 
while trying to take care of them¬ 
selves and their pets as a deadly 
wildfire in Northern California 
raged into its fourth day. 

Anna Noland, 49, was evacu¬ 
ated twice in three days before 
learning through video footage 
that the house she last saw under 
dark and windy skies had burned. 

She expected to spend Saturday 
night at a shelter at Simpson Col¬ 
lege in Redding while she search¬ 
es for another place to live. 

“I think I’m still in shock,” No¬ 
land said. “It’s just unbelievable 
knowing you don’t have a house to 
go back to.” 

Noland is among the 38,000 
people evacuated after the Carr 
Fire roared into the outskirts of 
Redding in Shasta County, leav¬ 
ing five people dead, including 
two firefighters, a woman and her 
two great-grandchildren, ages 4 
and 5. 

“My babies are dead,” Sherry 
Bledsoe said through tears after 
she and family members met with 
Shasta County sheriff’s deputies. 

A vehicle problem ignited the 
fire Monday, but it wasn’t until 
Thursday that the fire exploded 
and raced into communities west 
of Redding before entering city 
limits. 

On Saturday, it pushed south¬ 
west of Redding, the largest city 
in the region, toward the tiny com¬ 
munities of Ono, Igo and Gas Point, 
where scorching heat, winds and 
bone-dry conditions complicated 
firefighting efforts. 

The fire, which grew slightly 
Saturday to 131 square miles, is 
the largest fire burning in Califor¬ 
nia. Nearly 5,000 structures were 
threatened and the fire was just 5 
percent contained. 

The latest tally of 536 destroyed 
structures was up from 500 ear¬ 
lier in the day, and sure to rise. 
A count by The Associated Press 
found at least 300 of those struc¬ 
tures were homes. 

The firefighters killed in the 
blaze included Don Ray Smith, 81, 
of Pollock Pines, a bulldozer op¬ 
erator who was helping clear veg¬ 
etation in the path of the wildfire. 
Redding fire Inspector Jeremy 
Stoke was also killed, but details 
of his death were not released. 

Sherry Bledsoe’s two children, 
James Roberts, 5, and Emily 
Roberts, 4, were stranded with 
their great-grandmother Melody

Experts: Urban sprawl raises wildfire risk

REDDING, Calif. — A fire that started in a 
rural community in Northern California under¬ 
scored a new reality in the state when days later 
it suddenly roared through neighborhoods on the 
edge of the city of Redding: Urban areas are in¬ 
creasingly vulnerable to wildfires. 

In the last year, neighborhoods in the Northern 
California wine country city of Santa Rosa and 
the Southern California beach city of Ventura 
have been devastated. 

Hotter weather attributed to climate change 
is drying out vegetation, creating more intense 
fires that spread quickly from rural areas to city 
subdivisions, climate and fire experts say. But 
they also blame municipalities that are expand¬ 
ing housing into previously undeveloped areas. 

“There are just places were there should not 
be subdivisions,” said Kurt Henke, a former fire 
chief in Sacramento who now serves as a con¬ 
sultant to fire organizations. “We’re not talking 
about a single family who wants to build a house 
in the woods. I’m talking about subdivisions en¬ 
croaching into the wild land urban interface that 
put them in the path of these destructive fires.” 

Henke wants more funding from the state leg¬ 


islature to deploy firefighters to areas where con¬ 
ditions are ripe for fast-moving fires so they can 
respond quickly if a blaze breaks out. 

The fire that affected Redding — a city of 
about 92,000 people about 250 miles north of San 
Francisco — started July 23 about 10 miles west 
of the city before sweeping Thursday through the 
historic Gold Rush town of Shasta and nearby 
Keswick. It then jumped the Sacramento River 
and took out subdivisions on the western edge of 
Redding. 

The state is experiencing longer periods of 
warm temperatures and dry conditions that are 
making mqjor fires nearly a year-round possibil¬ 
ity, said Daniel Swain, a climate scientist at the 
University of California, Los Angeles. 

“What we’re seeing with some of the most dan¬ 
gerous fires is that they’re spreading quickly, 
burning very hot or producing their own weath¬ 
er,” he said. 

Still, he agreed with other experts who say the 
destruction was also the result of more people 
living closer to fire-prone areas. 

“Over the years, we’re putting more people in 
harm’s way,” he said. “More people living in high 
fire risk areas than usual.” 


Bledsoe, 70, when walls of flames 
swept through the family’s rural 
property Thursday on the out¬ 
skirts of Redding. 

The three were among more 
than a dozen people reported 
missing after the furious wind- 
driven blaze took residents by 
surprise and leveled several 
neighborhoods. 

Shasta County Sheriff Tom 
Bosenko said he expects to find 
several of those people alive and 
just out of touch with loved ones. 
Officers have gone to homes of 
several people reported missing 
and found cars gone — a strong 
indication they fled. 

Authorities also issued evacu¬ 
ation orders in Napa County, fa¬ 
mous for its wine, when several 
structures caught fire, the Napa 
Valley Register reported. The 


blaze had blackened 150 acres and 
was at 10 percent containment. 

Throughout the state. Cal Fire 
officials said more than 10,000 
firefighters were on the line, mak¬ 
ing progress on 14 large wildfires. 

Big fires also continued to burn 
outside Yosemite National Park 
and in the San Jacinto Mountains 
east of Los Angeles near Palm 
Springs. Those fires had burned 
nearly 100 square miles. 

Yosemite Valley remained 
closed to visitors and won’t reopen 
until Friday. 

In Shasta County, Matt Smith, a 
Forest Service pilot with 13 years’ 
experience as a smokejumper, said 
he used hoses to save his house 
in the well-kept neighborhood of 
Lake Redding Estates. 

Burned and twisted bicycle 
frames, refrigerators, and piles of 


rubble were still smoking Satur¬ 
day around his property. 

Smith said he arrived home 
Thursday as evacuees were rac¬ 
ing out. 

“Save it for your family, save 
it for your family,” he said he re¬ 
minded himself during two adren¬ 
alin-filled hours. 

As a former firefighter, he said 
he always kept an escape route in 
mind — possibly his neighbor’s 
pool. 

On Saturday, he had a blistering 
burn on his hand from grabbing 
his propane tank and wrestling it 
away from the house and into the 
front yard. His nose and ear also 
had burns. 

“The good news is that our 
house is here. The bad news is that 
our neighborhood is devastated,” 
he said. 


Funeral held 
for last of 
kin killed in 
boat sinking

INDIANAPOLIS — An Indi¬ 
ana family that lost nine relatives 
in the sinking of a duck boat on 
a Missouri lake was held up as 
an inspiration Saturday as hun¬ 
dreds of people gathered in their 
memory. 

Gov. Eric Holcomb and India¬ 
napolis Mayor Joe Hogsett were 
among those at Eastern Star 
Church for the funeral of Horace 
Coleman, 70; his wife, Belinda 
Coleman, 69; Ervin Coleman, 
76; Angela Coleman, 45; and 
her 2-year-old son. Maxwell. It 
came a day after the services for 
Glenn Coleman, 40, and his three 
children: Reece, 9; Evan, 7; and 
Arya, 1. 

The governor attended both 
ceremonies, and assured their 
survivors that they are not alone. 

Tia Coleman — Glenn Cole¬ 
man’s wife and mother of their 
children — and her 13-year-old 
nephew were the only two survi¬ 
vors among 11 Coleman family 
members who boarded the boat 
before it sank in a sudden storm 
on July 19 on Table Rock Lake in 
Branson, Mo., killing 17 people . 

At Saturday’s funeral, five cas¬ 
kets were lined up at the front of 
the church, flowers atop four of 
them and a U.S. flag on the other. 

Pastor A. Thomas Hill said the 
family will be sustained by its 
faith. 

“How can they deal with such 
a horrific, traumatic crisis?” told 
the congregation. “This family, 
they got a Jesus connection. It’s 
not the end; rather it’s the begin¬ 
ning of a new life. That’s the hope 
of this family. Let God be their 
comfort today.” 


Rep. Lewis hospitalized, 
under observation 

ATLANTA — Civil rights icon 
and U.S. Rep. John Lewis has 
been hospi¬ 
talized for 
undisclosed 
reasons. 

Citing a 
statement 
from Lewis’ 
office, WSB- 
TV reported 
that the 78- 
year-old 
Georgia 
congress¬ 
man was 
“resting comfortably” in a hos¬ 
pital Saturday night for “routine 
observation.” 

The statement said Lewis was 
expected to be released Sunday. 

Lewis, a Democrat, played a 
key role in the civil rights move¬ 
ment and marched with the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr. in 1965 in 
Selma, Ala.

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New VA leader to reassign some appointees

WASHINGTON — In one of 
his first acts as President Donald 
Trump’s Department of Veterans 
Affairs secretary, Robert Wilkie 
intends to reassign several high- 
ranking political appointees at 
the center of the agency’s ongoing 
morale crisis and staffing exodus, 
according to three people famil¬ 
iar with his plans. 

Wilkie, who will be sworn in 
Monday, wants to form his own 
leadership team, these people say, 
and to ease lawmakers’ continued 
concern that the VA, historically a 
nonpartisan comer of the govern¬ 
ment, has become highly politi¬ 
cized. He discussed the proposed 
personnel moves with Trump 
in recent days aboard Air Force 
One, while en route to a veterans 
convention in Kansas City, Mo., 
said an official close to the White 
House who, like others, spoke on 
the condition of anonymity to dis¬ 
cuss sensitive matters. 

Announcements could come 
as soon as this week, pending 
approval from the White House 
Personnel Office. 

Carla Gleason, a spokeswoman 
for Wilkie, declined to comment 
on specific reassignments, saying 
in an email last week that “any 
leadership changes will be an¬ 
nounced next week.” VA officials 
referred a request for comment 
to the White House press office, 
which did not respond. 

John Hoellwarth, communica¬ 
tions director for AMVETS, an 
advocacy group with more than 
250,000 members, praised Wilkie 
for acting quickly to ensure the 
VA “is driven by a desire to serve 
veterans first.” 

“Over the last year at VA, 
widely publicized internal politi¬ 
cal turmoil among senior officials 
has gotten in the way of serving 
veterans, and it seems like Wilkie 
is acting decisively to stamp that 
out on his watch,” Hoellwarth 
said. 

The changes would sideline 
much of the VA’s interim leader¬ 
ship team under acting Secretary 
Peter O’Rourke, who drew unfa¬ 
vorable reviews from lawmakers 
in both political parties following 
a dispute with the agency’s in¬ 
spector general and a Washing¬ 
ton Post report that highlighted 
O’Rourke’s efforts to purge civil 
servants and some political ap¬ 
pointees whom he and others 
installed by Trump deemed 
unsupportive of the president’s 
agenda. 

O’Rourke, a former Trump 
campaign worker, will be reas¬ 
signed to a less visible role over¬ 
seeing a new office focused on 
improving VA operations, ac¬ 
cording to people familiar with 
Wilkie’s plans. The position does 
not require Senate confirmation. 

O’Rourke and others who face 
reassignment have told Congress 
they were trying to improve the 
effectiveness of an agency that 
has long struggled to provide 
timely health care and benefits 
to veterans, and to root out poor 
performers. Instead, they have 


estranged many career staffers 
who serve veterans day-to-day. 

Wilkie, who oversaw military 
personnel policy at the Pentagon 
before Trump tapped him to lead 
the VA, is expected to name Pa¬ 
mela Powers his chief of staff, 
according to people familiar with 
Wilkie’s plans. She has filled 
that role for him at the Defense 
Department. 

The VA’s general counsel, 
James Byrne, a Trump appoin¬ 
tee, is expected be named acting 
deputy secretary. The role has 
been vacant since Thomas Bow¬ 
man retired in June. Bowman 
was isolated by O’Rourke and the 
other appointees, who viewed him 
as too moderate. 

Wilkie will face multiple chal¬ 
lenges leading the VA, which has 
lacked a permanent leader since 
Trump fired former secretary 
David Shulkin in March amid a 
highly publicized power struggle 
between Shulkin and O’Rourke 
and his team. 

VA has numerous leadership 
vacancies. There is no perma¬ 
nent deputy secretary, the de¬ 
partment’s No. 2 leadership post; 
there is no undersecretary for the 
VA’s health system, the largest in 
the country; there is no deputy 
undersecretary for health; there 
is no assistant secretary for in¬ 
formation technology. Addition¬ 
ally, dozens of senior-level staff 
have departed the VA amid the 
turmoil that has marked the past 
six months, leaving numerous 
vacancies. 

Other expected reassignments 
include Jacquelyn Hayes-Byrd, 
the VA’s deputy chief of staff, who 
has served as acting chief of staff 
since May and carried out the 
reassignments of many civil ser¬ 
vants. Hayes-Byrd may take an 
acting role in human resources, 
according to two people familiar 
with Wilkie’s thinking. 

John Ullyot, the VA’s assistant 
secretary for public and inter¬ 


governmental affairs, will likely 
be reassigned to a role running 
internal communications, these 
people said. Ullyot, a former 
Senate aide, openly clashed with 
Shulkin and left the VA on paid 
leave for several weeks at the end 
of Shulkin’s tenure, returning 
after the secretary’s firing. 

VA press secretary Curt 
Cashour, a former Capitol Hill 


aide who has clashed with report¬ 
ers, is said to be searching for 
another job in the Trump admin¬ 
istration, according to people fa¬ 
miliar with the matter. 

Camilo Sandoval, acting chief 
information officer and the for¬ 
mer director of data operations 
for Trump’s campaign — who 
received poor reviews from law¬ 
makers on his progress over¬ 


seeing a $16 billion project to 
modernize the VA’s electronic 
health records system — is ex¬ 
pected to leave the administration 
in coming months, according to a 
person familiar with his plans. 

After the Post’s report revealed 
that O’Rourke had taken aggres¬ 
sive steps to sideline or reassign 
employees who were perceived 
to be disloyal. Senate Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
moved quickly to get Wilkie in 
place. Sen. Jon Tester, of Mon¬ 
tana, the top Democrat on the 
Senate Committee on Veterans’ 
Affairs, and seven other Senate 
Democrats have called for an in¬ 
vestigation into political interfer¬ 
ence in the VA’s “transparency 
processes.” 

Three House Democrats this 
month called on the Justice De¬ 
partment to investigate whether 
O’Rourke lied during congres¬ 
sional testimony related to a VA 
inspector general investigation 
of the agency’s Office of Ac¬ 
countability and Whistleblower 
Protection. 

During Wilkie’s confirmation 
hearing in June, Senate Veter¬ 
ans’ Affairs Committee Chair¬ 
man Johnny Isakson, R-Ga., told 
the nominee that sinking morale 
at the VA would be Wilkie’s big¬ 
gest challenge. According to data 
compiled by the nonpartisan 
Partnership for Public Service, 
more than 26,000 full-time em¬ 
ployees left the VA last year, with 
most quitting or retiring. 
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Trump threatens government 
shutdown over border issues

BRIDGEWATER, N. J. — Pres¬ 
ident Donald Trump said Sunday 
that he would consider shutting 
down the government if Democrats 
refuse to vote for his immigration 
proposals, including a U.S.-Mexico 
border wall. 

Republicans, trying to protect 
their majority in Congress, are 
playing down the chance of a shut¬ 
down as the November election 
nears. Trump, however, isn’t back¬ 
ing away from the idea. 

“I would be willing to ‘shut 
down’ government if the Demo¬ 
crats do not give us the votes for 
Border Security, which includes 
the Wall!” Trump tweeted. “Must 
get rid of Lottery, Catch & Release 
etc. and finally go to system of Im¬ 
migration based on MERIT! 

“We need great people com¬ 
ing into our Country!” Trump 
tweeted. 

Trump returned to the idea of 
shutting down the government 
over the border wall after meeting 
at the White House last week with 
House Speaker Paul Ryan, R-Wis., 
and Senate M^ority Leader Mitch 
McConnell, R-Ky, to discuss the 
fall legislative agenda. 

McConnell, asked about a shut¬ 
down during a Kentucky radio 
interview, said it was not going to 
happen. He did acknowledge, how¬ 
ever, that the border funding issue 
was unlikely to be resolved before 


the midterm elections. 

Ryan said after the meeting, 
“The president’s willing to be pa¬ 
tient to make sure that we get what 
we need so that we can get that 
done.” He added that money for 
the wall was “not a question of if; 
it’s a question of when.” 

Trump campaigned on the 
promise of building a border wall 
to deter illegal immigration and 
making Mexico pay for it. Mexico 
has refused. 

Congress has given the president 
some wall funding but far from 
the $25 billion he has requested. 
Trump wants changes to legal 
immigration, including scrapping 
a visa lottery program. In addi¬ 
tion, he wants to end the practice 
of releasing immigrants caught 
entering the country illegally on 
the condition that they show up for 
court hearings. 

Trump has also demanded that 
the U.S. shift to an immigration 
system that’s based more on merit 
and less on family ties. 

Democrats and some Republi¬ 
cans have objected to some of the 
changes Trump seeks. 

The federal budget year ends 
Sept. 30, and lawmakers will 
spend much of August in their 
states campaigning for re-elec¬ 
tion. The House is now in recess, 
returning after Labor Day. The 
Senate remains in session and is 
set to go on break the week of Aug. 
6 before returning for the rest of 
the month. McConnell canceled 


most of the Senate’s recess to give 
senators time to work on the an¬ 
nual spending bills that fund gov¬ 
ernment operations. 

Both chambers will have a short 
window to approve a spending 
bill before government funding 
expires. 

Trump would be taking a politi¬ 
cal risk if he does allow most gov¬ 
ernment functions to lapse on Oct. 
1 — the first day of the new budget 
year—roughly a month before the 
Nov. 6 elections, when Republican 
control of both the House and Sen¬ 
ate is at stake. 

Some Republican lawmakers 
doubted the government would be 
forced to shut down. 

Sen. Ron Johnson, R-Wis., chair¬ 
man of the Senate Homeland Se¬ 
curity and Governmental Affairs 
Committee, said on CBS’ “Face 
the Nation” that he didn’t think 
shutting down the government just 
before the elections would be help¬ 
ful “so let’s try and avoid it.” 

Rep. Steve Stivers, R-Ohio, 
chairman of the National Repub¬ 
lican Congressional Committee, 
the campaign arm for GOP House 
candidates, agreed. 

“I think we’re going to make 
sure we keep the government 
open, but we’re going to get bet¬ 
ter policies on immigration,” he 
said on ABC’s “This Week.” “The 
president, I think, wants us to have 
policies that work for America and 
work for Americans, and I think 
that’s what we are going to move 


forward with.” 

House Republicans released a 
spending bill this month that pro¬ 
vides $5 billion next year to build 
Trump’s wall. 

Two leading Democrats—Reps. 
Nita Lowey, of New York, and 
California’s Lucille Roybal-Allard 
—called the $5 billion a waste that 
“only further enables this admin¬ 
istration’s obsession with cruel at¬ 
tacks on immigrants.” 

Separately Sunday, Trump 
tweeted that there are “conse¬ 
quences when people cross our 
Border illegally” and claimed 
that many who do so are “using 
children for their own sinister 
purposes.” 

Trump’s tweet came several 
days after the government said 
more than 1,800 children sepa¬ 


rated at the U.S.-Mexico border 
under Trump’s “zero tolerance” 
immigration policy have been 
reunited with parents and spon¬ 
sors. A federal judge had ordered 
the reunions to be completed by 
last Thursday, but hundreds of 
children remain separated. The 
administration says some of then- 
parents have criminal histories. 

“Please understand, there are 
consequences when people cross 
our Border illegally, whether they 
have children or not - and many 
are just using children for then- 
own sinister purposes,” Trump 
said. 

He also said Congress must fix 
“the DUMBEST & WORST im¬ 
migration laws anywhere in the 
world!” and urged voters to “Vote 
‘R’” in November. 


Gunmen fire into New Orleans crowd, kill 3

NEW ORLEANS — Two armed individuals 
walked up to a crowd gathered Saturday eve¬ 
ning outside a strip mall in New Orleans and 
opened fire, killing three people and wounding 
seven more, the police chief said. 

The shooting happened on a busy thorough¬ 
fare about 3 miles from the French Quarter, 
police said. 

Pohce chief Michael Harrison, speaking to 
reporters late Saturday in televised comments, 
said the two suspects beheved to be wearing 
hoodies had a rifle and a handgun. He said 
they appeared to have fired indiscriminately 


into the crowd, striking 10 people. Before flee¬ 
ing, they took time to stand over one person. 

“We believe that they actually stood over one 
of the individuals and fired multiple rounds 
and then after that fled,” he said. 

Pohce responding to the shooting found 
three victims — two men and one woman — 
who were pronounced dead at the scene. Seven 
other victims — five men and two women — 
were taken to two separate hospitals. 

Harrison said one underwent surgery and 
was in critical condition; the other six were in 
various conditions but none was considered 
hfe-threatening. 


Harrison spoke with family members and 
friends at the scene of the “volatile and tense 
situation.” He called on people to come for¬ 
ward and help police find the killers and also 
asked people not to take matters into their own 
hands. 

“This was an extremely tragic incident,” he 
said. “A lot of people were out here tonight. A 
lot of people, we know, saw what happened, 
heard what happened. And we need more than 
anything for people to come forward to help 
the NOPD right now solve this case.” 

He said pohce do not know whether it was 
gang-related. 


5 dead in murder-suicide in Texas

CORPUS CHRISTI, Texas — 
Police were trying to determine 
a motive Saturday after they said 
a man fatally shot four family 
members at two locations, includ¬ 
ing his father and stepmother in¬ 
side a Texas nursing home before 
killing himself there too. 

Richard Starry fatally shot 
himself inside Retama Manor 
nursing home after killing Ernest 
Starry, 85, and his wife, Thelma 
Montalvo, Friday night, said En¬ 


rique Paredez, a police lieutenant 
in the Corpus Christi suburb of 
Robstown. A gun was recovered 
at the scene. 

Paredez said a family member 
later called officers to the couple’s 
home where their 13-year-old ad¬ 
opted son and a 41-year-old son of 
Montalvo were also found shot to 
death. The names of the other two 
sons and Montalvo’s age were not 
released. 

The reason behind the shoot¬ 
ings was unclear, Paredez said at 
a Saturday news conference. 


Reuben Garcia, whose father 
lives in the nursing home, was in¬ 
side the home at the time of the 
shooting. 

“I thought it was just a lad¬ 
der that had fallen down, that’s 
what it sounded like to me. Then 
I heard somebody say run, run,” 
Garcia said. “So we ran,” getting 
his father out of the building. 

Robstown Police Chief Erasmo 
Flores said during the news con¬ 
ference that investigators are 
working “diligently” on the case.

Prankster 
puts Putin’s 
portrait in 
Trump’s place

High court pick's gun 
views are no mystery

SILVER SPRING, Md. — Supreme Court 
nominee Brett Kavanaugh says he recog¬ 
nizes that gun, drug and gang violence “has 
plagued all of us.” Still, he believes the Con¬ 
stitution limits how far government can go 
to restrict gun use to prevent crime. 

As a federal appeals court judge, Kava¬ 
naugh made it clear in a 2011 dissent that 
he thinks Americans can keep most guns, 
even the AR-15 rifles used in some of the 
deadliest mass shootings. 

Kavanaugh’s nomination by President 
Donald Trump has dehghted Second 
Amendment advocates. Gun law support¬ 
ers worry that his ascendancy to America’s 
highest court would make it harder to curb 
the proliferation of guns. Kavanaugh has the 
support of the National Rifle Association, 
which posted a photograph of Kavanaugh 
and Trump across the top of its website. 

The Supreme Court basically has stayed 
away from mgjor gun cases since its rul¬ 
ings in 2008 and 2010 declared a right to 
have a gun, at least in the home, for the 
purpose of self-defense. 

Gun rights advocates believe Kavana¬ 
ugh interprets the Second Amendment 
right to bear arms more broadly than does 
Anthony Kennedy, the justice he would re¬ 
place. As a first step, some legal experts 
expect Kavanaugh would be more likely to 
vote for the court to hear a case that could 
expand the right to gun ownership or could 
curtail a gun control law. 

Kavanaugh would be a “big improve¬ 
ment” over Kennedy, said Erich Pratt, 
executive director of Gun Owners of 
America. Kennedy sided with the m^or- 
ity in rulings in 2008 and 2010 overturning 


bans on handgun possession in the District 
of Columbia and Chicago, respectively, but 
some gun rights proponents believe he was 
a moderating influence. 

“Kennedy tended to be all over the map” 
on the Second Amendment, Pratt said. 

Former U.S. Rep. Gabby Giffords, 
the Arizona Democrat who was gravely 
wounded in a 2011 shooting at a constituent 
gathering, said in a written statement that 
Kavanaugh’s “dangerous views on the Sec¬ 
ond Amendment are far outside the main¬ 
stream of even conservative thought.” 

She predicted that Kavanaugh would 
back the gun lobby’s agenda, “putting cor¬ 
porate interests before public safety.” 

In his 2011 dissent in a case before the 
U.S. Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia Circuit, Kavanaugh argued that 
the district’s ban on semi-automatic rifles 
and its gun registration requirement were 
unconstitutional. 

That case is known as “Heller 11” be¬ 
cause it followed the Supreme Court’s 2008 
decision in District of Columbia v. Heller 
that struck down the city’s ban on hand¬ 
guns in the home. 

Kavanaugh said the Supreme Court held 
that handguns are constitutionally pro¬ 
tected “because they have not traditionally 
been banned and are in common use by 
law-abiding citizens.” 

“Gun bans and gun regulations that are 
not longstanding or sufficiently rooted in 
text, history, and tradition are not consis¬ 
tent with the Second Amendment individ¬ 
ual right,” he wrote in a point rejected by 
the majority. 

Critics contend Kavanaugh’s analysis is 
flawed because AR-15s were not around 
during the early days of the republic. 

In his dissent, Kavanaugh wrote that he 
had lived and worked in Washington for 


most of his life and was “acutely aware of 
the gun, drug, and gang violence that has 
plagued all of us.” 

He said few government responsibili¬ 
ties are more significant than fighting vio¬ 
lent crime. “That said, the Supreme Court 
has long made clear that the Constitution 
disables the government from employing 
certain means to prevent, deter, or detect 
violent crime,” he wrote. 

He said it was unconstitutional to ban 
the most popular semi-automatic rifle, the 
AR-15, because it accounted for 5.5 per¬ 
cent of firearms by 2007 and more than 14 
percent of rifles produced in the U.S. for 
the domestic market. 

He said semi-automatic rifles had been 
commercially available since at least 1903, 
“are quite common in the United States” 
and the Supreme Court said in a 1994 
ruling that they “traditionally have been 
widely accepted as lawful possessions.” 

Semi-automatic rifles were used in sev¬ 
eral mass shootings in recent years, in¬ 
cluding the February killing of 17 people 
at a Florida high school. 

Kavanaugh rejected the m^ority’s rea¬ 
soning that semi-automatic handguns were 
sufficient for self-defense, saying, “That’s a 


bit like saying books can be banned because 
people can always read newspapers.” 

He belittled the description of the guns 
as “assault weapons,” saying that handguns 
could be called the “quintessential ‘assault 
weapons’” because they are used much 
more than other guns in violent crimes. 

He was equally dismissive of Washing¬ 
ton’s gun registration protocol, saying it 
traditionally had not been required in the 
nation and “remains highly unusual today.” 

Still, Kavanaugh supported the ban 
on full automatics or machine guns, rea¬ 
soning that they “were developed for the 
battlefield and were never in widespread 
civilian use.” 

In 2016, Kavanaugh dissented when two 
of his colleagues lifted an order blocking 
the city from enforcing a limit on issuing 
licenses to carry concealed firearms. 

Phil Mendelson, a Democrat and chair¬ 
man of the D.C. Council, said Kavanaugh’s 
dissent made clear that “his views on gun 
control are on the extreme side.” Council- 
member Mary M. Cheh, a Democrat and 
professor of constitutional law at George 
Washington University, said she’s “wor¬ 
ried about the shift to the right, for sure.” 


Rebrand underway, ‘Koch brothers’ still a conservative force

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. — The 
conservative Koch brothers are no 
more — even if they remain a political 
powerhouse. 

The Democrats’ supervillains for much 
of the past decade quietly have launched a 
rebranding effort that could vanquish the 
“Koch brothers” moniker from American 
politics. The catalyst came earlier in the 
year when ailing billionaire conservative 
David Koch stepped away from the fam¬ 
ily business, leaving older brother Charles 
as the undisputed leader of the Kochs’ 
web of expanding political and policy 
organizations. 

There were already few, if any, clearly 
identifiable links between the Kochs and 
their most active spinoff organizations 
such as Americans for Prosperity, Free¬ 
dom Partners or the LIBRE Initiative. But 
in the days after the younger billionaire’s 
retreat, company officials quickly began 
pushing journalists across the country to 
change references from “Koch brothers” 
in their coverage to “Koch network” or one 
of their less-recognizable entities. 

Asked about the shift Saturday, chief 
lieutenants explained that Charles Koch, 
82, was always far more involved with 
their political efforts than his brother. 
The elder Koch addressed the shift di¬ 


rectly as he welcomed 
hundreds of donors to an 
invitation-only summit 
at a luxury resort in the 
Rocky Mountains. 

“I am not getting weak 
in the knees. ... Truly, I 
am not,” Charles Koch 
said with a smile. He 
added, “We’re just get¬ 
ting started.” 

Regardless of its name, 
the conservative network remains one of 
the nation’s most influential political forces, 
a conservative powerhouse simultaneously 
playing long- and short-game strategies in 
a way that ensures it will remain a domi¬ 
nant force long after President Donald 
Trump is gone. And in sharp contrast to 
the Republican president who is eager to 
put his name on his accomplishments, the 
Kochs are happy to do it in the dark. 

While much of the network operates 
out of sight, the Charles Koch Foundation 
announced Saturday that it would begin 
publicly posting all multiyear grant agree¬ 
ments with universities. Last year, the 
foundation gave $90 million for projects on 
300 campuses. 

An estimated 500 Koch donors — each 
having committed at least $100,000 annu¬ 
ally — gathered for the weekend “seminar” 
that featured a handful of elected officials 
and high-profile influencers. As is cus¬ 


tomary for the biannual 
meetings, guests were 
required to give up their 
cellphones during some 
presentations. And while 
The Associated Press 
joined a handful of media 
organizations allowed to 
witness some activities, 
photos and videos were 
strictly prohibited. 
Florida Gov. Rick Scott 
and Tennessee Rep. Marsha Blackburn, 
both Republican Senate candidates, led 
the list of elected officials on hand. Senate 
Republican whip John Cornyn, of Texas; 
South Carolina Sen. Tim Scott; and Ken¬ 
tucky Gov. Matt Bevin also were on the 
guest list. 

The money behind the Kochs’ push to 
transform education, philanthropy, im¬ 
migration, health care, tax laws, courts, 
government regulation, prisons and the 
economy has long been cloaked in secrecy. 

Koch officials have vowed to spend be¬ 
tween $300 million and $400 million to 
shape the 2018 midterm elections. But 
there’s no way to verify how or where the 
money is spent because most of its organi¬ 
zations are registered as nonprofit groups, 
which aren’t required to detail their do¬ 
nors, unlike traditional political action 
committees. 

While they have long been closely 


aligned with the Republican Party’s far- 
right flank, they oppose the Trump admin¬ 
istration’s policies on spending, trade and 
immigration. 

On Saturday, network leaders seized on 
Trump’s push to apply billions of dollars in 
tariffs on America’s top trading partners. 
The burgeoning trade war has sparked an 
outcry from business leaders across the 
nation, and in a new video, Charles Koch 
lashes out at what he calls the “destruc¬ 
tive” rise of “protectionism.” 

Koch official Brian Hooks warned that, 
on trade and immigration, “the divisive¬ 
ness of this White House is causing long¬ 
term damage.” 

Democrats who invested extraordinary 
time and resources into attacking the Koch 
brothers in recent years concede that, in 
the era of Trump at least, the billionaire 
industrialists are no longer the left’s No. 1 
enemy. 

Adam Jentleson, who previously worked 
for former Senate Democratic leader 
Harry Reid, said Koch’s quiet rebranding 
effort represents “a small victory.” 

“Sen. Reid was always very clear that 
drawing the Koch brothers out of the shad¬ 
ows was a big part of his strategy,” Jentle¬ 
son said. “He thought people deserved to 
know who was behind the dark money. 
This seems like a recognition that they’re 
uncomfortable being out front and are 
scurrying to get back in the shadows.” 
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Strong quake in 
Indonesia leaves 
at least 14 dead

JAKARTA, Indonesia — A 
strong and shallow earthquake 
early Sunday killed at least 14 
people and injured more than 160 
on Indonesia’s Lombok island, a 
popular tourist destination next 
to Bali, officials said. 

The magnitude 6.4 quake dam¬ 
aged more than 1,000 houses and 
was felt in a wider area, including 
on Bali, where no damage or ca¬ 
sualties were reported. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
said the quake struck at a depth 
of only 4.4 miles. Shallow earth¬ 
quakes tend to do more damage 
than deeper ones. 

East Lombok district was the 
hardest hit, with 10 deaths includ¬ 
ing a Malaysian tourist, said Suto- 
po Purwo Nugroho, a spokesman 


for Indonesia’s Disaster Mitigation 
Agency. The number of casualties 
could increase as data were still 
being collected from other loca¬ 
tions on the island, he said. 

At least 162 people were in¬ 
jured, including 67 hospitalized 
with serious injuries, Nugroho 
said. 

The quake caused blackouts in 
East Lombok and North Lombok 
districts and triggered a large 
landslide from Mount Rinjani, 
an active volcano. Rescuers were 
evacuating more than 800 tour¬ 
ists from the mountain. 

In East Lombok and the pro¬ 
vincial capital of Mataram, the 
quake lasted about 10 seconds, 
causing residents to flee their 
homes onto streets and fields, Nu¬ 
groho said. He said most of the fa¬ 
talities and injuries were caused 
by falling slabs of concrete. 

Photos released by the disaster 


agency showed damaged houses 
and the entrance to the popular 
Mount Rinjani National Park, 
which was immediately closed for 
fear of landslides. 

Eka Fathurrahman, the po¬ 
lice chief in East Lombok, said 
the Malaysian woman who died 
was part of a group of 18 Ma¬ 
laysian tourists who had just 
visited Mount Rinjani when the 
quake jolted their guesthouse 


and toppled a concrete wall. Six 
other people were injured at the 
guesthouse. 

Indonesia is prone to earth¬ 
quakes due to its location on the 
Pacific “Ring of Fire,” an arc of 
volcanoes and fault lines in the 
Pacific Basin. In December 2004, 
a massive magnitude 9.1 earth¬ 
quake off Sumatra triggered a 
tsunami that killed 230,000 peo¬ 
ple in a dozen countries. 


Iraq’s prime minister 
suspends electricity 
official amid protests

Powerful typhoon hits 
flood-ravaged Japan

TOKYO — More than 20 peo¬ 
ple were injured and tens of thou¬ 
sands ordered to evacuate their 
homes on Sunday as Typhoon 
Jongdari hit flood-battered west¬ 
ern Japan, local media reported. 

The season’s 12th typhoon 
caused damage to homes and 
buildings in central and west¬ 
ern Japan, broadcaster NHK 
reported. 

The storm also led to the can¬ 
cellation of 168 flights and some 
train services were canceled, ac¬ 
cording to NHK. 

The typhoon had weakened 
after making landfall at the city 
of Ise, 198 miles southwest of 
Tokyo, around 1 a.m., according 


to the Meteorological Agency. 

The agency warned of mud¬ 
slides, flooding, swollen rivers 
and high waves. 

Rainfall of up to 7.8 inches was 
forecast for the islands of Shikoku 
and Kyushu and up to 5.9 inches 
for the Tokai region by Monday 
noon, according to the agency. 

Earlier this month, heavy rains 
triggered floods and landslides in 
western Japan, killing about 220 
people. About 4,000 remain in 
emergency shelters. 

The storm has cooled Japan, 
which had been sweltering under 
an intense heat wave for nearly 
two weeks. About 100 people 
died from heatstroke this month 
as temperatures reached record 
highs.

BAGHDAD — Iraq’s prime 
minister on Sunday suspended 
the country’s electricity minister 
over a power crisis amid mush¬ 
rooming protests in the country’s 
Shiite heartland demanding bet¬ 
ter services and jobs. 

Prime Minister Haider al- 
Abadi made the announcement 
on his Twitter account, saying 
the suspension of Qassim al-Fah- 
dawi, the electricity minister, 
would last until an investigation is 
concluded. He did not elaborate. 

Despite billions of dollars 
spent since the 2003 U.S.-led 
invasion toppled dictator Sad¬ 
dam Hussein, many Iraqi cities 
and towns are still experiencing 
severe power cuts and rolling 
blackouts. 

The issue has partly fueled 
this month’s protests in Iraq’s 
southern Shiite heartland, main¬ 
ly in the energy-rich province 
of Basra, where demonstrators 
have demanded more jobs and 
better services. 

The protests turned violent 
earlier this month when security 
forces opened fire on the angry 
mobs attacking and burning gov¬ 
ernment offices and the offices 
of political parties. Several pro¬ 
testers were killed and wounded, 
while others were arrested. 

The suspension came a day 


after the country’s elections 
commission, run by judges ap¬ 
pointed after widespread allega¬ 
tions of fraud and irregularities 
in the May 12 general elections, 
endorsed al-Abadi’s recom¬ 
mendations to sack five election 
officials. 

In a statement issued Saturday, 
the spokesman for the Indepen¬ 
dent High Elections Commission, 
Judge Laith Jabr Hamza, said the 
five were sacked over charges 
of “irregularities, manipulation 
and financial corruption.” 

They are the directors of the 
commission’s offices in the prov¬ 
inces of Salahuddin, Anbar and 
Kirkuk, as well as offices for the 
Iraqi diaspora in neighboring 
Jordan and Turkey. Hamza did 
not elaborate. 

The commission is in the pro¬ 
cess of conducting a partial re¬ 
count of the ballots, both from 
inside and outside Iraq. The 
process has delayed the ratifica¬ 
tion of the final election results 
and has prolonged the process of 
forming the new government. 

The initial election results 
gave a bloc organized by popu¬ 
list Shiite cleric Muqtada al-Sadr 
the largest share, with 54 seats 
in the 329-seat parliament. It 
was followed by an Iran-backed 
bloc — made up of Shiite militias 
— which won 47 seats, and al- 
Abadi’s alliance, with 42 seats. 


Hunter dies after walking 
into minefield in Bosnia 

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herze- 
govina — One hunter died and an¬ 
other was wounded in Bosnia after 
they wandered into a minefield 
left over from Balkan nation’s the 
1992-95 war. 

Authorities said it took a demin¬ 
ing team more than five hours on 
Sunday to reach the man’s body, 
which was deep in the minefield. 
The blast happened late Saturday 
near the eastern town of Vozuca. 

Bosnia was heavily mined dur¬ 
ing the conflict between the coun¬ 
try’s Serbs, Muslims and Croats 
that followed the breakup of the 
former Yugoslavia. 

Years later, mines are still scat¬ 
tered throughout the country de¬ 
spite ongoing demining efforts. 

Erdogan: Turkey won’t 
cave to US sanctions 

ISTANBUL — Turkey’s presi¬ 
dent said his country will not back 
down if the United States imposes 
sanctions in a diplomatic dispute 
involving an arrested American 
pastor. 

Speaking privately to journal¬ 
ists late Saturday, President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan broke his silence 
on the crisis, saying, “They can¬ 
not make Turkey back down with 
sanctions.” 

On Thursday, President Don¬ 
ald Trump announced possible 
sanctions against Turkey, a cru¬ 
cial NATO ally, in retaliation for 
the treatment of Andrew Craig 
Brunson, who was detained in the 
aftermath of a failed 2016 coup 
against Turkey’s government. 

Brunson denies the charges 
against him. 

Egypt: 6 hurt when train 
derails near Aswan 

LUXOR, Egypt — Egyptian 
authorities said a passenger train 
derailed near the southern city 
of Aswan and at least six people 
were injured. 

The Transportation Ministry 
said the accident took place Sun¬ 
day when eight of the train’s car¬ 
riages derailed near the Salwa 
station in Kom Ombo, north of 
Aswan. It was not immediately 
clear what caused the derailment. 

The accident comes two weeks 
after another passenger train de¬ 
railed in Cairo’s twin city of Giza 
in which at least 55 people were 
injured. 

Report: Fugitive Chinese 
police officer returns 

BEIJING — A police officer 
who was among China’s top 100 
international fugitives has re¬ 
turned from the United States to 
face charges of taking bribes, a 
state news agency said Sunday. 

Zhang Yongguang became the 
54th fugitive former official to re¬ 
turn from abroad amid a marathon 
government campaign to capture 
corruption suspects abroad, the 
Xinhua News Agency said. 

Zhang, who worked in the 
southern city of Shenzhen, fled 
the country in 2010, Xinhua said. 

It gave no details of the charges 
against Zhang or possible penal¬ 
ties but news reports in 2010 said 
he was accused of taking $135,000 
from a crime suspect.

Wildfires rage in Europe amid heat wave

MATI, Greece — Hundreds of mourn¬ 
ers attended a memorial service in a sea¬ 
side Greek village Sunday for the dozens 
of people who perished when a fast-moving 
wildfire swept through a coastal area east 
of Athens. 

The senior local Greek Orthodox Church 
official, Bishop Kyrillos, presided over the 
service at Dormition of the Virgin Mary 
Church in Mati, a popular resort spot that 
was the place hit hardest by the blaze that 
killed at least 86 people. 

The fire that sped flames through the 
village without warning July 23 was the 
deadliest wildfire in Europe since 1900, ac¬ 
cording to the International Disaster Data¬ 
base run by the Centre for the Research on 
the Epidemiology of Disasters in Brussels. 

Kyrillos said the community is mourning 
the loss of family, neighbors and friends. 

“There’s fewer of us now than usually. 
It is the victims of the recent fire that are 
missing — friends, relatives and acquain¬ 
tances, next-door people that we saw every 
day in town and on the beach,” the bishop 
said during the memorial service. 

The vast m^ority of victims died in the 
flames, though a number drowned in the 
sea while fleeing the fire. 

Dozens of volunteer divers kept search¬ 
ing the sea off Mati on Sunday looking for 
the bodies of more possible victims. Greek 
officials have not made public how many 
people remain missing since the fire. 

Local resident Angeliki Galiatsatou said 
she narrowly managed to escape the fire 
that killed others in their cars and homes. 

“I came to pray for the people who were 
lost and I pray that God blesses us all,” she 
said. 

Greek authorities have said they have 
reason to believe the fire resulted from 
arson and turned so deadly because winds 
of up to 62 mph buffeted the pine-forested 
seaside resorts at the time. 

The Greek government also has come 
under criticism for how buildings and roads 
were laid out in the area and a perceived 
lack of adequate preparation for fire season. 
More than 2,000 homes were damaged in 
the fire and roughly a quarter will have to 
be demolished, Greek officials said Friday. 

The Holy Synod made up of all Greek 
bishops said in a letter read out loud at 
Sunday’s memorial service that everyone 
bears responsibility for protecting the en¬ 
vironment from haphazard development. 

“What words of comfort can you offer 
the person who has lost their father, their 
mother, the grandparents in whose arms 
their grandchildren were found?” Kyrillos 
said. “What words of solace can you offer a 
mother who has lost her baby and left a few 
flowers on the beach?”

As a scorching heat wave engulfs large 
parts of Europe this summer, fires have 
tom through dozens of countries across 
the European Union. 

From Germany to France to Sweden, 
countries in Western Europe are set for 
another intense heat wave this week with 
temperatures soaring above 90 degrees, 
weather forecasters said. 

The risk of forest fires remains high as 
above-normal heat is expected to continue 
into August. Some parts of eastern Germa¬ 
ny have not had rain since April, according 
to weather forecasters. 

As firefighters continue to battle treach¬ 
erous blazes that have killed scores of peo¬ 
ple, here’s a look at what some European 
countries face as wildfires continue to 
scorch large swaths of land: 

■ Sweden. As an unusual heat wave 
continues to engulf Sweden, with tempera¬ 
tures reaching above 90 degrees just north 
of the Arctic Circle, at least 40 wildfires 
are burning across the country — home to 
more than 9 million people and an amaz¬ 
ing array of wildlife. 


Some fires were sparked by thunder¬ 
storms, officials said, with an estimated 
62,000 acres burned so far. 

Italian planes and Norwegian helicopters 
have been fighting the fast-moving flames, 
according to local media, and more help 
from other European countries, including 
France and Germany, is on the way. 

Strong winds will continue to push the 
fire, creating challenges for firefighters, 
according to weather forecasters with Eu¬ 
ropean Forest Fire Information System. 

No deaths or injuries have been reported, 
but officials warned thousands of people 
to be vigilant and stay indoors because of 
poor air quality caused by smoke and ash, 
local media reported. 

■ Finland. Firefighters are still battling 
several wildfires in Finland as meteorolo¬ 
gists with the Finnish Meteorological In¬ 
stitute warn that there’s a high risk more 
blazes could ignite in the southern and 
central regions, where there was a brief re¬ 
prieve because of rain and subsiding winds. 
Over the next five days, dry, warm weather 
— with the chance of winds — is forecast. 

Fires have scorched forested areas in 
Lapland, a northern province near the bor¬ 
der with Russia. 


■ Norway. Firefighters have been bat¬ 
tling wildfires in various parts of Norway 
since May. The fires, now mostly under 
control, became deadly when, in late July, 
a firefighter died battling a blaze in south¬ 
ern Norway. Earlier this year, the country 
experienced record heat. 

Dry terrain in the Scandinavian country 
created ample fuel for the fires. 

“It is extremely dry in the countryside 
and the forest fire index is sky-high,” Math¬ 
ias Drange, the head of the firefighting re¬ 
sponse unit, told local media in May. “In 
this case the alarm was fortunately raised 
in good time so we have a good chance of 
controlling the fire.” 

■ Latvia. Wildfires have scorched more 
than 1,600 acres since July 17, according 
to the European Forest Fire Information 
System. 

Officials requested foreign assistance 
about a week later to fight the large forest 
fires. The extreme heat has made it diffi¬ 
cult for firefighters to put out the fires and 
the weather outlook looks grim. 

Warm weather is expected to continue, 
according to officials, and resources to 
battle the flames are stretched thin. 


Palestinian protest figure Tamimi released from Israeli prison

NABI SALEH, West Bank — Palestin¬ 
ian protest figure Ahed Tamimi returned 
home to a hero’s welcome in her West Bank 
village on Sunday after Israel released her 
from prison at the end of her eight-month 
sentence for slapping and kicking Israeli 
soldiers. 

Ahed, 17, and her mother, Nariman Ta¬ 
mimi, were greeted with banners, cheers 
and Palestinian flags as they entered the 
home village of Nabi Saleh. 

Ahed Tamimi was arrested in December 
after she slapped two Israeli soldiers out¬ 
side her family home. Her mother filmed 


the incident and posted 
it on Facebook, where it 
went viral and, for many, 
instantly turned Ahed 
Tamimi into a symbol of 
resistance to Israel’s half¬ 
century-old military rule 
over the Palestinians. 

With her unruly mop of 
curly, hght-colored hair, 
the Palestinian teen A. Tamimi 

quickly became an icon 
and an internationally recognizable figure. 

In Israel, however, she is seen by many 
as either as a provocateur, an irritation or a 
threat to the military’s deterrence policy. 


In Nabi Saleh, supporters welcomed Ta¬ 
mimi home with Palestinian flags plant¬ 
ed on the roof of her home. Hundreds of 
chairs were set up for well-wishers in the 
courtyard. 

“The resistance continues until the oc¬ 
cupation is removed,” Tamimi said upon 
her return. “All the female prisoners are 
steadfast. I salute everyone who supported 
me and my case.” 

From her home, she headed to a visit 
to the grave of the late Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat. 

Her father, Bassem Tamimi, said he 
expects her to take a lead in the struggle 
against Israeli occupation, but she is also 


weighing college options. 

In a sign of her popularity, a pair of Ital¬ 
ian artists painted a large mural of her on 
Israel’s West Bank separation barrier ahead 
of her release. Israeli pohce said they were 
caught in the act along with another Pales¬ 
tinian and were arrested for vandalism. 

Ahed Tamimi was 16 when she was ar¬ 
rested and turned 17 in custody. 

Her case has trained a spotlight on the 
detention of Palestinian minors by Israel, a 
practice that has been criticized by interna¬ 
tional rights groups. Some 300 minors are 
currently being held, according to Palestin¬ 
ian figures.

I’m not ready 
to leave my baby behind since the doctors explained it’s 
not healthy for her to be on the road. I hope you guys un¬ 
derstand that this decision has been the hardest to make 
but I have to do what’s best for myself and my baby!” 

Mars responded on his own Instagram page, say¬ 
ing that Cardi B’s health was the priority. “I know the 
fans will understand. You are absolutely doing the right 
thing,” he wrote. “I also know we’ll share the stage 
when the time is right.” 

The rapper gave birth to Kulture on July 10. 

Cardi B was supposed to begin her tour with Mars in 
early September in Denver, with stops in Philadelphia, 
Boston, Brooklyn and Los Angeles. 

Barr on tweet: 1 wish I worded it better’ 

In Roseanne Barr’s first TV interview since her ABC 
sitcom was canceled for a racist tweet, the comedian 
apologized for her “ill-worded” post and insisted she is 
not a bigot. 

During her hourlong interview on Sean Hannity’s 
Fox News Channel show Thursday, Barr lamented the 
damage done to her by her tweet about Valerie Jarrett, a 
former adviser to President Barack Obama. “It cost me 
everything,” Barr said. “I wish I worded it better.” 

Hannity repeatedly urged Barr to apologize to Jarrett 
on air. The comedian eventually did, saying that she was 
sorry for the poorly worded tweet. She said she would tell 
Jarrett: “I’m sorry that you feel harm and hurt; I never 
meant that. I never meant to hurt anybody.” 

She repeated her assertion that she did not know 
Jarrett was black when she likened Jarrett to a cross 
between the Muslim Brotherhood and a “Planet of the 
Apes” actor. 

Barr repeatedly said that her tweet was meant to 
address U.S.-Middle Eastern policy and had no racial 
overtones. She said she was stunned by the negative re¬ 
action to the tweet. “I am a creative genius, and this is 
not a good feeling for an artist to be treated this way, 
and it’s not a good feeling for a citizen, either.” 

Despite apologizing at times, Barr also said she felt the 
tweet was being mischaracterized and she indicated she 
felt like she had apologized enough for her actions. 

“I feel hke I have apologized and explained and asked 
for forgiveness and made recompense,” she said early in 
the interview. At another point, just before addressing 
Jarrett directly, Barr said, “I already have said I’m sorry 
for two months.” 

She said she could have fought ABC over her firing, 
but that she walked away from the hit reboot because 
she didn’t want anybody to lose their jobs. She said her 
contract was supposed to allow her to correct any mis¬ 
statements she made within 24 hours, but she wasn’t 
given the opportunity.

■ Elvis Costello’s first studio album in five years, 
“Look Now,” which also is his first new recording with 
his band the Imposters in a decade, is slated for release 
Oct. 12. The album includes a dozen songs, most written 
solely by Costello but also featuring two he wrote with 
veteran composer Burt Bacharach and one in tandem 
with songwriter Carole King.

A year after breach, Equifax still unpunished

A year after the worst data 
breach in U.S. history to date, 
Equifax has been chastened, but 
its business model is unchanged 
and the company churns on, 
virtually undamaged by legisla¬ 
tive, regulatory or prosecutorial 
penalties. 

It was a year ago that the com¬ 
pany noticed the first signs of 
historic trouble — hackers had 
slipped through the Atlanta com¬ 
pany’s cyberdefenses into the 
heart of the company’s data. 

Worse, the intrusion had ap¬ 
parently been going on for some 
time. 

Worse than that, the informa¬ 
tion accessed was more per¬ 
sonal information about more 
Americans than in virtually any 
previous mqjor data breach. In¬ 
formation on more than 147 mil¬ 
lion Americans was accessed 
— although the scope of the theft 


was not clear at first. 

In fact, it took until early Sep¬ 
tember for the company to reveal 
there had been any hacking at 
all. 

Once the word was out, there 
was a firestorm of anger and in¬ 
vestigations which have thus far 
led to Congressional hearings, 
lawsuits against the company, 
charges of insider trading against 
two former executives and the de¬ 
parture of some higher ranking 
executives. 

Equifax did agree to a consent 
order with regulators from eight 
states that required the company 
to report on how it is improving 
security and to submit to reviews 
of its practices. 

But thus far, no financial pun¬ 
ishment has been imposed on 
Equifax. 

Despite contentious hearings, 
no Congressional action has been 
taken. A few months later, the 
Consumer Financial Protection 
Bureau tabled action against the 


company. 

And while the Federal Trade 
Commission said it opened an 
investigation into the Equifax 
breach in September, the agency 
has since named as chief of its 
consumer protection division 
a lawyer who has represented 
Equifax. 

A week ago, Equifax asked a 
federal judge to reject the claims 
from 46 banks and credit unions 
for payment of damages because 
of the massive data breach. The 
companies claimed that Equifax 
owes them for all the costs they 
incurred protecting data after 
the breach was revealed, costs 
that could easily run into many 
millions of dollars. 

But the company is certainly 
not unchanged. 

CEO Rick Smith retired pre¬ 
maturely, as did several other top 
officials. A new CEO was named, 
as was a new chief information 
security officer, Jamil Farsh- 
chi, who told Wired magazine 


that the company has invested 
$200 million on data security 
infrastructure. 

Meanwhile, most consumers 
whose data might have been sto¬ 
len do not know if that informa¬ 
tion is being used against them, 
and many have done little to pro¬ 
tect themselves. There is also a 
sizable group of consumers who 
don’t even know that the data 
breach happened. 

According to LendEDU, a New 
Jersey-based personal finance 
web site, a survey showed that 
about 27 percent of Americans 
did not know about the Equifax 
breach. Of the m^ority that do 
know, more than one-third of 
them have not checked to see if 
they were affected. 

The number of complaints 
against Equifax more than dou¬ 
bled in the year since the breach, 
compared with the year before, 
according to an analysis of the 
Consumer Financer Protection 
Bureau’s data by LendEDU. 


But overall, the public urge for 
punishment seems to have abat¬ 
ed a little. After the breach was 
announced, the LendEDU sur¬ 
vey found that 54 percent of re¬ 
spondents thought the company 
should be banned from the credit 
bureau business. That attitude is 
now held by 46 percent of respon¬ 
dents, said LendEDU. 

Last week Equifax reported 
earnings of $876.9 million in rev¬ 
enue during the second quarter of 
2018, up 2 percent from the same 
quarter of last year, officials said.

Backlash rises as US firms seek steel tariff waiver

WASHINGTON — U.S. companies seek¬ 
ing to be exempted from President Donald 
Trump’s tariff on imported steel are accusing 
American steel manufacturers of spreading 
inaccurate and misleading information, and 
they fear it may torpedo their requests. 

Robert Miller, president and CEO of NLMK 
USA, said objections raised by U.S. Steel 
and Nucor to his bid for a waiver are “literal 
untruths.” 

He said his company, which imports huge 
slabs of steel from Russia, has already paid 
$80 million in duties and will be forced out 
of business if it isn’t excused from the 25 per¬ 
cent tariff U.S. Steel and Nucor are two of the 


country’s largest steel producers. 

“They ought to be ashamed of themselves,” 
said Miller, who employs more than 1,100 
people at mills in Pennsylvania and Indiana. 

Miller’s resentment, echoed by several 
other executives, is evidence of the backlash 
over how the Commerce Department is evalu¬ 
ating their requests to avoid the duty on steel 
imports. They fear the agency will be swayed 
by opposition from U.S. Steel, Nucor and other 
domestic steel suppliers that say they’ve been 
unfairly hurt by a glut of imports and back 
Trump’s tariff 

The 20,000-plus waiver applications that 
the Commerce Department has received il¬ 
lustrate the chaos and uncertainty ignited by 
Trump’s trade war against America’s allies 
and adversaries. It’s a battle that critics of his 


trade policy, including a number of Republi¬ 
can lawmakers, have warned is misguided 
and will end up harming U.S. businesses. 

Trump and European leaders agreed last 
week not to escalate their dispute over trade, 
but the tariff on steel and a separate duty 
on aluminum imports remains in place as 
the U.S. and Europe aim for a broader trade 
agreement. 

There are hurdles to clear on a company’s 
path to securing an exemption. A single com¬ 
pany may have to file dozens of separate re¬ 
quests to account for even slight variations in 
the metal it’s buying. That means a mountain 
of paperwork to be filled out precisely. If not, 
the request is at risk of being rejected as in¬ 
complete. All this can be time-consuming and 
expensive, especially for smaller businesses.

ooking at Russia’s competing 
spy services, their overlapping 
operations against the U.S. and 
their sometimes careless tra- 
decraft, some CIA veterans are wondering 
if the Russian spooks actually want to get 
caught. 

The truth is, President Vladimir Putin 
probably doesn’t mind that his intelligence 
activities are so blatant that they’re a sub¬ 
ject of daily public debate. His goal isn’t to 
steal secrets but to destabilize America’s 
political system. The more people obsess 
about the swarms of Russian spies, the bet¬ 
ter, from Putin’s perspective. 

“Russian intelligence activities over the 
past several years have become not only 
more energetic, but more eclectic,” ex¬ 
plained former CIA Director John Brennan 
in an email. “It’s a diverse, entrepreneur¬ 
ial and frequently competitive ecosystem. 
... Some of their work is really, really good, 
showing exquisite tradecraft. Other stuff, 
not so much.” 

Rolf Mowatt-Larssen, a former CIA Rus¬ 
sia specialist, sees a generational change 
in Russian intelligence. “The price of the 
shift to a faster, quick-kill approach is an 
increase in sloppiness. Ill-advised deci¬ 
sions are common. There’s less oversight 
by older, more experienced cadre.” 

The new freewheeling, anything goes 
style is evident in Russia’s 2016 assault 
on the U.S. political system. The Kremlin 
attacked from three directions: GRU mili¬ 
tary intelligence, the FSB security service, 
and a social-media troll farm known as the 
Internet Research Agency, managed by 
one of Putin’s oligarch pals. 

The Russians floated their covert action 


R ecently one of my daughters 
looked up from her iPhone to re¬ 
port that a young man from her 
high school had gone viral on 
social media. I figured perhaps he taught 
a labradoodle to operate a coffee maker 
and posted the video. To my surprise, she 
told me Christopher Justice was a Twitter 
sensation for a speech delivered during a 
classroom debate on the Confederate flag. 

I remembered Christopher from grade 
school, where he struck me as a shy boy 
with a lot on his mind. I clicked on the viral 
tweet, and there he was at 15, not shy at 
all. He cut a commanding figure as he dis¬ 
puted another student’s assertion that the 
Civil War was not about slavery. Holding a 
laptop and tapping the screen for empha¬ 
sis, Justice dissected Article I, Section 9(4) 
of the Confederate constitution. Like most 
of that document, the passage borrowed 
verbatim from the U.S. Constitution — but 
added a clause that would protect slavery 
forever. 

“If the Confederates really were fighting 
for states’ rights,” he asked, “then why is 
this the one thing they changed?” 

His fame began when a YouTube algo¬ 
rithm steered a Houston teen to a video of 
the classroom debate, produced by student 
journalists at Shawnee Mission East High 
School in Kansas. The Houston tweeter, 
using the handle (®chulopjm, posted Jus¬ 
tice’s star turn on July 6, noting: “white boy 
pulled out the receipts.” Her post spread, 
and by Tuesday, the clip had been viewed 
more than 8 million times, liked by more 
than 300,000 people and shared by more 
than 100,000. Not bad for an analysis of the 
Confederate constitution. 


propaganda through Facebook, Twitter, 
WikiLeaks and other social media outlets. 
Who knows whether there was “collusion,” 
but Russian officials maintained contact in 
2016 with a string of Donald Trump associ¬ 
ates, high and low, in ways the FBI couldn’t 
miss. It was the opposite of a subtle cam¬ 
paign of manipulation. “Operation Chaos” 
might be a good name. 

Moscow monitored public speeches, not 
dead drops. According to the Justice De¬ 
partment’s July 13 indictment of 12 GRU 
operatives, the Russian conspirators began 
hacking Hillary Clinton’s personal emails 
“after hours” on July 27, 2016. Earlier that 
day. Trump had proclaimed, “Russia, if 
you’re listening, I hope you’re able to find 
the 30,000 emails that are missing.” 

Putin was shaped by the KGB’s rigid bu¬ 
reaucracy and tight secrecy. But as Russia’s 
president, he has embraced a different op¬ 
erating model — looser, more fragmented, 
with different services competing for the 
leader’s favor. The old KGB was broken 
into two pieces starting in 1991: the SVR, 
which inherited the foreign spying mission 
Putin had served, and the FSB, which took 
over domestic security. 

The FSB has become increasingly in¬ 
volved in foreign operations and may now 
overshadow its twin, said Michael Sulick, a 
Russia expert and former CIA operations 
chief, in an interview. The FSB probably 
ran the “Cozy Bear” hack of the Democrat¬ 
ic National Committee in 2015, and was in¬ 
dicted last year by the Justice Department 
for hacking 500 million Yahoo emails. 

“To put it crudely, the FSB does the 
kinds of things everyone else thinks about 
doing but doesn’t because they’re too risky, 
too politically inflammatory, or too likely 
to backfire,” wrote Mark Galeotti, an ex¬ 
pert on Russian intelligence, last year in 
The Atlantic. 


When I followed the trail back to You¬ 
Tube and launched the full 55-minute de¬ 
bate (as more than 360,000 people have 
done), I wasn’t surprised to find that the 
moderator was a social studies teacher 
named David Muhammad. A black Muslim 
at a predominately white suburban school, 
“Mr. Mu,” as he’s known, is so charismatic 
(his side gigs are teaching karate and re¬ 
cording his own raps) that even kids who 
never took his class (mine, for example) 
count him among their favorite teachers. 

Mr. Mu told me the debate was held in 
2015, as governments across the South 
were removing Confederate symbols from 
official settings. The issue grew heated in 
all parts of the country, which was exactly 
why Muhammad felt it was ripe for a ro¬ 
bust discussion at school. 

“The classroom is the place to do that,” 
he said when I called. Too often, “we build 
climates like rallies and protests where the 
heat builds and builds, and then we expect 
people to have a civil debate.” His job, he 
believes, is to create chances for students 
to say what they think, and hear other 
points of view, in a way that is passionate 
but respectful. 

Some 100 students crammed into 
Muhammad’s classroom as the teacher 
framed the goal of the exercise: “to facili¬ 
tate a community where we can have an 
open discussion that’s civil.” The goal was 
not to win the debate; it was to hear and be 
heard. 

The rollicking result was passionate, 
informed, often clever. Sometimes plead¬ 
ing, sometimes faltering, but never cruel. 
I agree with young Mr. Justice that slavery 
was the root of the Civil War, and, whatever 
the flag stood for in the 1860s, by the 1960s 
it was a symbol of white supremacy. But the 
counter-argument that the South seceded 


The GRU, traditionally the most adven¬ 
turous wing of Russian intelligence, now 
appears to be resurgent after costly mis¬ 
takes in the 2008 Georgia war. Ukraine 
has been “the perfect showcase” for the 
GRU’s covert insurgency tactics, wrote 
Galeotti this month. He sees the GRU’s 
hand in the 2014 annexation of Crimea and 
shootdown of a Malaysia Airlines jetliner; 
the 2016 intervention in U.S. politics; and 
the attempted assassination in March in 
Britain of Russian defector Sergei Skripal. 

The Skripal poisoning illustrates Rus¬ 
sia’s willingness to take risks, and its lack 
of concern about getting caught. The Novi- 
chok nerve agent allegedly used could eas¬ 
ily be traced to Russia. 

An intriguing example of Russia’s new 
generation of spycraft is the case of Maria 
Butina, who was indicted by the Justice 
Department this month for plotting a co¬ 
vert influence campaign that partly tar¬ 
geted the National Rifle Association. The 
indictment alleges that she was run secret¬ 
ly by a Russian official who had served in 
parliament and the Central Bank, and was 
bankrolled by a second Russian who was a 
billionaire oligarch. 

When Butina was photographed near the 
U.S. Capitol on Inauguration Day, her al¬ 
leged Russian handler messaged approv¬ 
ingly, “You’re a daredevil girl,” according 
to court papers. Three months later, when 
Butina’s American contacts were outed 
in the media, her alleged handler wrote: 
“How are you faring there in the rays of 
the new fame? Are your admirers asking 
for your autographs yet?” 

This is not your grandfather’s KGB. 
Putin is running a multiplatform spy ser¬ 
vice for the internet era — as quick, dis¬ 
posable and potentially devastating as a 
Snapchat image. 


because of Northern tariffs was standard 
issue history at places such as Harvard 
and Princeton for most of a century. I’m 
not surprised that some iconoclastic teen¬ 
agers would still believe it in 2015. 

The miracle of Twitter is that, like other 
social media, it makes possible the discov¬ 
ery and dissemination of worthy content 
from off the beaten track. It is the extreme 
democratization of news. Justice, now 18 
and headed to college, expressed surprise, 
when I texted him, that a moment from the 
distant past — three years is an eon when 
you’re 18 — would suddenly return to such 
vibrant life. 

But the irony is that Twitter itself has be¬ 
come the antithesis of Muhammad’s model 
classroom debate. As Maggie Haberman 
of The New York Times wrote recently, 
explaining her wise decision to step back 
from the platform: “The viciousness, toxic 
partisan anger, intellectual dishonesty, mo¬ 
tive-questioning and sexism are at all-time 
highs.... Twitter is not where a nuanced or 
thoughtful discussion can happen.” Twit¬ 
ter CEO Jack Dorsey responded: “This is 
what we’d like to fix the most.” 

Hurry, please. In the meantime, I draw 
hope from knowing that brave teachers 
in classrooms across the country are still 
modeling the virtues of civil debate. To¬ 
day’s students, digital natives, may be less 
likely than their non-native elders to be 
led astray by technology. If their parents 
and grandparents can resist the current 
urge to cleave the country, the kids will be 
alright.

We must help Puerto Rico before it sinks

I t is dusk in Mariana, a barrio in the 
coastal resort town of Humacao, which 
sits at the epicenter of Hurricane 
Maria’s landfall. The streets are dark 
but not silent. Mariana still has no power 
or running water, but there are voices and 
laughter as people cook dinner together 
over makeshift outdoor stoves. Mariana’s 
residents, like many other Puerto Ricans, 
are making the best of a desperate 
situation. 

The resourcefulness of the Puerto Rican 
people in the face of Hurricane Maria’s 
devastating impact is admirable. But it 
only goes so far. Puerto Rico is far from 
recovery, and the 2018 hurricane season is 
already upon us. 

The Federal Emergency Management 
Agency admitted this month that it failed 
to prepare properly to mobilize the robust 
response that Puerto Rico needed. Today, 
about 1,000 Puerto Rican families taking 
part in FEMA’s transitional housing pro¬ 
gram are still living on the brink of home¬ 
lessness as a result of the storm, and that 
doesn’t include evacuees who have likely 
gotten lost in the system as we saw after 
Hurricane Katrina. 

What caused such a massive failure to 


respond to the needs of 3.5 million U.S. 
citizens? What is our responsibility now to 
our fellow Americans on the island? 

We have no easy answers, but one thing 
is clear: We are not doing enough. And it 
will take longer-term private investment 
— beyond slow-moving U.S. government 
relief funds — to build resilience to future 
storms. 

Maria’s 155 mph winds unleashed a full¬ 
blown humanitarian crisis on American 
soil, claiming well more than 1,000 lives 
and creating the longest blackout in our 
country’s history. It was one of the most 
horrific natural disasters in modern U.S. 
history. 

Basic modern-day services are still not 
fully operational across the island. The 
electric grid is vulnerable to frequent 
outages, and the most isolated areas lack 
water. The elderly are particularly at risk 
as many simply cannot cope with unreli¬ 
able medical treatment, oppressive heat 
and sporadic power. 

Yet corporate and foundation support 
of Puerto Rico in 2017 stood at only $62 
million, according to data collected from 
the Foundation Center and the Center for 
Disaster Philanthropy. Compare that with 
the $341 million in support after Hurri¬ 
cane Harvey, which devastated Texas, and 
the $128 million after Hurricane Irma, 
which badly damaged Florida. Thanks to 


these investments, as well as a much more 
robust government response, Texas and 
Florida were back on their feet in a matter 
of weeks. Puerto Rico, however, continues 
to struggle to meet basic needs 10 months 
after the storm. 

What accounts for this disparity? For 
many mainland U.S. foundations, Puerto 
Rico somehow isn’t “American” enough 
for regional or local funding. But it’s also 
not “foreign” enough to qualify for interna¬ 
tional charities. With the country betwixt 
and between, philanthropy has found it 
easier to ignore Puerto Rico for decades. 

Prior to the hurricane, Puerto Rico was 
suffering through another crisis — crush¬ 
ing debt that paralyzed the island’s econ¬ 
omy. Yet in 2015, Puerto Rico received 
only about $5 million in philanthropic 
funds. Compare that with economically 
distressed cities such as Detroit, which 
received $201 million in foundation sup¬ 
port in 2015, or Buffalo, N.Y ($67 million), 
Fresno, Calif ($20 million), or Memphis, 
Tenn. ($263 million). 

Puerto Ricans are ready to continue the 
recovery work needed to put their island 
back on its feet for the long term. We met 
with young leaders driving local start-ups 
and initiatives from technology to agricul¬ 
ture and beyond. Puerto Rican nonprofits 
and community credit unions are on the 
ground working every day to build back 


better. 

U.S. donors must step up and do their 
part. Puerto Rico needs the resources, 
capital and expertise to invest in hyperlo¬ 
cal infrastructure. The network of small 
stores in rural areas served as a lifeline 
after Maria, even as many struggled to 
stay open due to damage and broken sup¬ 
ply chains. These communities need sup¬ 
port for communications and preparedness 
systems that will help them stay online and 
open to supply basic needs to residents. 
Every community must have at least one 
medical facility with the power and capac¬ 
ity to provide care through emergencies. 

Foundations and philanthropic lead¬ 
ers from the mainland can also work with 
communities and institutions on the island 
on a “homecoming plan” for Puerto Ricans 
forced to leave in the wake of the catastro¬ 
phe. Many of these efforts are underway, 
but they need support to grow to scale. 

For US. charities and foundations, here 
is the bottom line: Puerto Ricans continue 
to show us their tenacity, creativity, inge¬ 
nuity and capacity. Now it’s time for phi¬ 
lanthropy to prove we have the will and 
capacity to act, before it’s too late.

Retiree Tricare hikes rejected; disabled vets to shop on base

A House-Senate conference com¬ 
mittee tasked with ironing out 
differences in separate versions 
of the defense authorization bill 
has rejected Senate-passed provisions 
that would have sharply increased Tricare 
fees, deductibles and co-pays for a million 
retirees under age 65. 

Lawmakers who in recent weeks shaped 
a final $716 billion John S. McCain Nation¬ 
al Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal 
Year 2019 (HR 5515) also voted to allow 
disabled veterans. Purple Heart recipi¬ 
ents and caregivers of veterans severely 
injured in war to shop on military bases, 
paying slightly more at checkout than cur¬ 
rent patrons. They also will be able to use 
base recreational facilities. 

Expansion of access to on-base servic¬ 
es, which the Department of Defense en¬ 
dorsed in part to make commissaries more 
self-sustaining, is to occur Jan. 1, 2020. 

Conferees also narrowed the scope of 
Senate-passed reforms to officer accession 
and promotion practices so officers will 
continue to be considered for promotion as 
part of the same year group they were pro¬ 
moted to current rank. 

Also shelved was the Senate plan to re¬ 
peal use of authorized officer strength 
tables to instead require that Congress an¬ 
nually authorize the number of officers al¬ 
lowed to serve in the ranks of 0-4 through 
0-6 across all the services. 

Officer promotion law long has required 
consistent promotion timing and promo¬ 
tion opportunity across officer year groups. 
The Senate wanted to replace those re¬ 
quirements by grouping officers based on 
competitive categories — similar qualifi¬ 
cations, specialties, occupations or ratings. 
Conferees also rejected that idea. 

However, a host of other accession and 
promotion reforms survived the confer¬ 
ence and will “begin to modernize officer 
personnel management to bolster the effec¬ 
tiveness, recruitment and retention of the 
all-volunteer force,” says a Senate Armed 
Services Committee press release. 


Military Update 


“The 38-year-old Defense Officer Per¬ 
sonnel Management Act requires all mili¬ 
tary services to manage their officer corps 
in the same general manner within specif¬ 
ic constraints. By beginning to reform this 
system, the [2019 defense authorization 
bill] will provide for flexibility in the ca¬ 
reers of commissioned officers [to] better 
serve the demands of the modern force.” 

Changes approved to better manage of¬ 
ficers include: 

■ Repeal of a requirement that candi¬ 
dates for regular commissions not be older 
than 42, or at least have enough service 
years to complete 20 years by age 62. 

■ Enhancement of services’ authority to 
award constructive service credit for spe¬ 
cial private-sector training or experience 
to allow active or reserve officer appoint¬ 
ments up to the rank of colonel or Navy 
captain in critically needed fields. 

■ Authorization of each service to award 
temporary promotions to the ranks 0-3 
through 0-6 for specified positions. Only 
the Navy has such authority today, so this 
change would standardize it across all 
branches. 

■ Authorization of promotion boards to 
recommend that “officers of particular 
merit” be placed higher on promotion lists 
than peers. 

■ Allowing officers, when deemed in the 
best interest of the service, to have their 
names removed from consideration by a 
selection board for promotion to the next 
higher grade, and authorizing officers in 
certain military specialties to remain on 
active duty until reaching 40 years active 
service. 

■ Authorization of use of alternative pro¬ 
motion processes for officers in certain sec¬ 
retary-designated competitive categories, 
to include a term-based continuation pro¬ 
cess when certain officers are not selected 
for promotion. This would selectively end 
the traditional up-or-out requirement for 
officer management. 

Conferees rejected House language that 


would have required the Air Force to as¬ 
sess the “feasibility and advisability” of 
allowing otherwise qualified candidates 
who are deaf or hearing impaired to be Air 
Force officers. 

Compensation. The highlight of com¬ 
pensation provisions embraced by confer¬ 
ees was decided months ago: a 2.6 percent 
military pay raise effective Jan. 1, 2019, to 
match recent wage growth in the private 
sector. It also will be the largest percent¬ 
age military pay increase in nine years. 

On the other hand, conferees agreed to 
end a “personal money allowance” that, 
by law, has been paid to senior naval of¬ 
ficers holding five prestigious positions. 
The titles affected, and the size of allow¬ 
ances disappearing, are: director of Naval 
Intelligence ($5,200); superintendent of 
the Naval Academy ($5,200); president of 
the Naval War College ($1,000); comman¬ 
dant of Midshipmen at the Naval Academy 
($800); and president of the Naval Post¬ 
graduate School ($400). 

Tricare fees blocked. Military associa¬ 
tions lobbied successfully against Senate 
language to repeal an unusual grandfather 
provision in current law that protects work¬ 
ing-age retirees from a host of Tricare fee 
increases that, for now, target only mem¬ 
bers who enter service this year or later 
and eventually retire. 

Senators wanted the higher Tricare cost- 
shares applied to all current and future 
retirees under age 65 and not disabled, as 
the Defense Department intended. Con¬ 
ferees blocked that but said they “remain 
concerned about the high cost of military 
health care, understanding that much of 
the cost has been driven by new benefits 
and benefit enhancements authorized by 
Congress.” 

With the Congressional Budget Office 
estimating the average military cost of 
providing health care to a typical retiree 
household at $17,800 by 2021, conferees 
directed the defense secretary to update 
that estimate by next February and to list 
policy options both to improve quality of 
health care and to better control costs. 

The compromise bill also directs that a 
survey be conducted “to ascertain whether 


beneficiaries would be amenable to addi¬ 
tional modest fee increases to maintain 
a fiscally viable, comprehensive health 
benefit.” 

The sweeping fee increases blocked 
included a first-ever Tricare Select en¬ 
rollment fee and, for retirees who use 
non-network providers, a new annual de¬ 
ductible. CBO estimated that retiree users 
of Select would have seen average out-of- 
pocket costs jump from $1,645 a year to 
$2,800 for family coverage and from $570 
to $1,160 for self-only coverage. Retiree 
households using Prime would have seen 
more modest increases. Tricare for Life 
recipients would been spared. 

More shoppers. Commissaries and ex¬ 
changes nationwide are expected to see a 
few hundred thousand more shoppers. Con¬ 
ferees accepted House language to open 
base stores and services, starting in 2020, 
to any veteran with a service-connected 
disability, as well as to Purple Heart and 
Medal of Honor recipients, former prison¬ 
ers of war and veteran caregivers. 

Defense officials supported the House- 
backed provision, to strengthen the mili¬ 
tary resale system and to reward deserving 
veterans with shopper discounts, if an 
extra user fee could be imposed on these 
“secondary” groups of store patrons. 

A department study concluded that “a 
large influx of new patrons is necessary to 
continue efficiently providing commissary 
and exchange benefits into the future.” 
Military associations and veteran groups 
also had backed the move. 

Trump parade. Conferees modified 
House language in support of President 
Donald Trump’s call for a Washington mil¬ 
itary parade. The conference report says 
it’s “appropriate to honor and celebrate 100 
years of patriotic sacrifice in a way that 
expresses appreciation and admiration for 
our men and women in uniform.” But the 
bill “prohibits the use of operational units 
or equipment in the parade if the Secretary 
of Defense believes such use will hamper 
readiness.”

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Thomas wins first Tour de France 


Team Sky rider defied the 
odds to become champion

PARIS — Five years ago when riding the 
Tour de France in support of Chris Froome, 
Geraint Thomas fell off his bike on a Corsi¬ 
can road in the opening stage and broke his 
pelvis. 

Against all odds, Thomas soldiered on for 
3,000 kilometers and three weeks to the fin¬ 
ish line in Paris, where he celebrated the 
first of Froome’s four victories with the rest 
of their Team Sky teammates. 

On Sunday, it was now Thomas’s turn to 
add a first Grand Tour triumph to an already 
glorious career with victory in the Tour de 
France. 

“He is a true fighter,” says Sky principal 
Dave Brailsford, the man who masterminded 
Britain’s successes at the Olympics and Tour 
de France wins for Bradley Wiggins and 
Froome. 

“When he fractured his hip five years ago, 
he could not even stand up his bike in the 
team time trial that followed. He still carried 
on and finished the race. It speaks volumes 
about his personality. Since his junior years, 
he has always wanted to win.” 

At 32, the new Tour de France champion is 
everything but an overnight success. 

Growing up on the outskirts of Cardiff, 
Wales, Thomas started bike racing at 10, and 
his exceptional qualities did not remain un¬ 
noticed for long. 

“I first saw him when he was about 13 or 14 
and he joined me at 17,” says Rod Ellingworth, 
the performance director at Team Sky, who 
also trained Thomas as a British team coach. 
“You could see straightaway he was just fly¬ 
ing round the track, he was pretty good. As 
he joined the junior program, you just knew 
he was going to be pretty talented.” 

Thomas’s first successes came on the

track. In 2006, he was the youngest member 
of the British pursuit team that competed at 
the world championships. In 2008, he won the 
Olympic gold medal alongside Wiggins. Four 
years later in London, with a second gold 
medal secured in the same event, Thomas 
left track cycling to focus on road racing. 

Described by his coaches as a dedicated 
professional with a healthy and a balanced 
lifestyle, Thomas had already showed im¬ 
mense skills on the road from winning the 
Paris-Roubaix junior race in 2004. 

“Geraint’s ambition was classics first,” El¬ 
lingworth says. “Then he rode the Tour in 
2007 and three years later he wore the white 
jersey (for the best young rider). He had this

ambition to win the Tour in the back of his 
mind.” 

As in previous years, Thomas started the 
Tour to help Froome try and win for a record- 
equaling fifth time. But Froome crashed in 
the first stage and lost time, then cracked 
in the Pyrenees while Thomas’ tremendous 
form was rewarded with impressive wins in 
the Alps. 

Sky, and particularly Froome, were sub¬ 
ject to abuse during this tour after Froome 
was cleared of a doping case only days be¬ 
fore the start. But Thomas looked immune 
to the boos and jeers that accompanied them 
through this 3,350-kilometer odyssey. He 
won back-to-back mountain stages and be¬ 
came the first British rider to win at the Alpe 
d’Huez. He sealed his victory with a third- 
place finish on Saturday in the challenging 
time trial. 

“He is really laid back, but not like he 
does not care,” Ellingworth says. “He is re¬ 
ally detailed about what he does. He is really 
confident in himself and uses his people very 
well. You don’t mind going the extra mile for 
him.” 

Thomas lives and trains in Monaco with 
his wife but often returns to Cardiff to social¬ 
ize with friends and family. For a long time, 
he had a reputation as a party boy, always up 
for a few pints of beer while watching a rugby 
match. 

“Like much young British guys, he likes a 
drink or two, but he is not wild,” Ellingworth 
says. “When he was with me full-time, we 
lived in Manchester or in Italy. I encouraged 
him to get out and get it out of his system, in a 
way. He just enjoys life. He also got older, he 
got married, and things have settled down.” 

Now he’s Tour champion.

The Air Force 
Academy provided a statement to 
the Colorado Springs Gazette that 
said, “The academy strives to 
foster a culture where everyone 
gives and receives dignity and 
respect so that each individual 
has the opportunity to fulfill their 
potential.”

Baker sets world mark 
in 100m backstroke 

IRVINE, Calif — Kathleen 
Baker had settled for a first-place 
tie in the 200-meter backstroke. 
In the 100 back, she wanted the 
attention for herself 

Setting a world record guaran¬ 
teed it. 

The 21-year-old Olympian won 
in 58.00 seconds at the U.S. na¬ 
tional championships on Saturday 
night, lowering the world mark of 
58.10 set by Kylie Masse of Cana¬ 
da at last year’s world champion¬ 
ships in Hungary.

Jimenez, Ames share 
Senior British lead 

ST. ANDREWS, Scotland 
— Miguel Angel Jimenez shot 
par 72 in blustery conditions to 
remain 9-under overall and two 
shots clear heading to the final 
round of the Senior British Open 
on Saturday. 

Tied for second were Tom Per- 
nice (71) and Kirk Triplett (73) of 
the United States, defending cham¬ 
pion Bernhard Langer (73) and 
Stephen Ames (74) of Canada. 

A dozen others, including 68- 
year-old Tom Watson, were with¬ 
in four strokes of the leader. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio — The jit¬ 
ters were obvious and unmistak¬ 
able. A step out of bounds on floor 
exercise. A hop back on vault. An 
uncharacteristic slip off the un¬ 
even bars. 

Simone Biles needed them. 
Maybe deep down, the Olympic 
gymnastics champion wanted 
them too, if only to help her fig¬ 
ure out whether she was truly 
mentally ready to return to 
the sport she’s dominated for a 
half-decade. 

The answer came before her 
balance beam set during the U.S. 
Classic on Saturday night when 
Biles found herself in second place 
heading into the final rotation 
after a sloppy uneven bars set. 

Needing to score at least a 14.0 
to avoid losing a meet for the first 
time in five years. Biles wasn’t 
focused on the pressure of living 
up to her own remarkable legacy. 
She was too busy being mad. And 
here’s the thing: she kind of liked 
it. 

“I guess in that moment, I en¬ 
joyed being [ticked] off, yeah,” 
Biles said with a laugh. 

It showed. Displaying the form 
that helped her make history at 
the 2016 Summer Games, the 21- 
year-old drilled a 15.2 to post an 
all-around score of 58.700, more 
than a point ahead of Riley Mc- 
Cusker and more than two points 
clear of reigning world champion 
Morgan Hurd. 

The unbeaten streak is still 
alive. So is the gap between Biles 
and the rest of the world. Even 
after a 711-day layoff Even after 
switching coaches. Even after 
growing up a bit. In the sport 
she’s come to define, there re¬ 
mains Biles and everyone else. 

The proof came over the course 
of two hours when she posted the 
highest scores on vault (15.4), 
floor exercise (14.75, beam (15.2) 


and all-around in the world in 
2018. 

“There’s still a lot to work on — 
work on the nerves, work on the 
consistency, work on the landings 
— but for this point, at this time in 
the year, I think we’re in a pretty 
good place,” Biles said. 

Or at the very least, a place no 
one else on the planet can get to at 
the moment. The scary part may 
be how many points Biles left out 
there. She won by 1.2 points even 
with mqjor deductions on three 
events. 

“It’s great to see that she still 
has it inside of her,” said Laurent 
Landi, who serves as Biles’ co¬ 
coach along with his wife Cecile. 
“Now she needs to build on this 
and to take all the positives out of 
it.” 

Biles admitted even she was 
curious how she’d respond in her 
return to competition following 
a two-year break following her 
staggering haul in Rio de Janeiro, 
when she tied an Olympic record 
by collecting five medals — four 
of them gold — that cemented 
her status as one of the best gym¬ 
nasts ever. All before her 20th 
birthday. 

She spent a year basking in 
the afterglow, enjoying — but 
not overindulging in — her new¬ 
found fame. She hit all the usual 
post-Olympic notes, doing some 
reality TV, publishing a book 
and traveling. She became more 
comfortable in her own skin, 
moved into an apartment and got 
a boyfriend. 

There was never any really 
set timetable on when she might 
return, but she took her first ten¬ 
tative steps in her comeback late 
last summer. Things got serious 
when she hired the Landis as 
her new coaches last fall, intent 
not to simply recapture the form 
that captivated the 2016 Olympics 
but to push herself and her sport 
forward.

LA slugger homers, drives 
in three in return from DL

ATLANTA — It didn’t take Yasiel Puig 
too long to get his home run swing back. 

“I’m so happy to be back with the team 
and help the team win today and do some¬ 
thing with the bat,” he said. “Today I helped 
do something in the game and I feel good.” 

Puig homered and drove in three runs 
following his return from the disabled list, 
Alex Wood pitched 5% scoreless innings 
to win his sixth straight decision and the 
Los Angeles Dodgers beat the struggling 
Atlanta Braves 5-1 on Saturday night. 

Reinstated after missing 15 games with 
a right oblique strain, Puig made it 1-0 with 
a sacrifice fly in the second off Max Fried 
and pushed the lead to 3-0 in the sixth with 
his 12th homer, a towering shot off Luke 
Jackson that bounced off the third-level 
scoreboard facade in left field. 

Wood (7-5) allowed one hit and four walks 
with five strikeouts. His performance fol¬ 
lowed Rich Hill’s seven scoreless innings 
Thursday and Clayton Kershaw’s one run 
allowed in 7% innings Friday against an 
Atlanta offense that led the NL for most of 
the first half of the season. 

The Braves, second in the NL East, 
have lost four straight and 13 of 18 most¬ 
ly because their bats have been quieted. 
They’ve averaged 2.2 runs over their last 
13 defeats and have dropped to fifth in NL 
runs scored. 

“We’re having a hard time kind of get¬ 
ting anything flowing at all, any rhythm 
in the at-bats, anything moving, the whole 
thing,” Braves manager Brian Snitker said. 
“I wish I had the magic answer to make it 
happen, but you don’t.”

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Brady: Questions about 
body coach 'ridiculous'

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. — Tom 
Brady calls it “ridiculous” to sug¬ 
gest the suspension of Patriots 
receiver Julian Edelman is tied to 
the quarterback’s personal health 
coach. 

The questions about Alex Guer¬ 
rero on Saturday prompted Brady 
to abruptly end his first media 
availability of training camp. 

“I have no comments, just ri¬ 
diculous. I’m out,” Brady said be¬ 
fore walking away. 

Edelman brushed aside a simi¬ 
lar question in his first comments 
since receiving his four-game 
ban for a drug-policy violation. 

“What’s in the past is in the past. 
I love Alex and ultimately I’m 
worried about just going out here 
and playing football,” Edelman 
said. “I’m not here to talk about or 
make a headline or something.” 

Edelman, tight end Rob 
Gronkowski and former Patriots 
receiver Danny Amendola are 
among several Patriots who have 
also worked or consulted with 
Guerrero. 

Edelman will begin serving his 
suspension at the start of the reg¬ 
ular season. He can practice with 
the team and play in preseason 
games. 

Brady provided another short 
response when asked if there was 
tension between him and coach 
Bill Belichick this summer. 

“I have no thoughts,” Brady 
said. 


Brady has relied on a fitness 
and nutrition program developed 
by Guerrero since 2004. The pair 
also partnered in opening Brady’s 
TB12 Sports Therapy Center, 
which is adjacent to the Patriots’ 
Gillette Stadium facility. 

In January, Patriots CEO Rob¬ 
ert Kraft, Belichick and Brady 
released a statement calling an 
ESPN report “flat-out inaccu¬ 
rate” that said there had been 
disputes between team officials 
and Guerrero regarding player- 
medical affairs. 

Brady will turn 41 next week 
and has credited Guerrero’s pro¬ 
gram with helping to extend his 
NFL career, which is entering its 
19th season. As part of the strict 
regimen devised by Guerrero, 
Brady eats a mostly plant-based 
diet during the season. 

Despite skipping the voluntary 
portion of spring workouts, Brady 
said his focus and commitment to 
football remain high. 

“Football is very, very impor¬ 
tant to me. It always has been, 
and I love being out here with 
my teammates. So, it’s great,” 
Brady said. “As you get older you 
have different responsibilities, 
and I think that’s just part of life. 
Everyone’s got to deal with those 
responsibilities differently and 
what works for them. 

“Football is a huge part of my 
life. I love being here with my 
teammates and playing, and 
hopefully we can have a great 
season.”

BEREA, Ohio — Cleveland’s quarterbacks 
are “camping” at training camp. 

And Baker Mayfield is paying for it. 

The Browns QBs are hanging out between 
practices in an RV equipped with a TV and 
other amenities being financed by Mayfield, 
the Heisman Trophy winner and No. 1 NFL 
draft pick who has quickly learned that being 
a rookie comes with obligations. 

The idea for the QB clubhouse came from 
veteran Drew Stanton, who previously had a 
camper when he played for Detroit. 

“I don’t think Baker thought I was serious 
at first,” Stanton said Saturday before prac¬ 
tice. “Tyrod (Taylor), when I start getting on 
my rants in the [quarterback meeting] room 
sometimes he just kind of starts looking down 
at his paper because he doesn’t want to hear 
what’s coming out of my mouth next. But when 
Baker figured it out, he did a really good job 
with it and it’s exactly what we needed.” 

The 30-foot-long camper is parked in the 
players’ lot just outside the team’s headquar¬ 
ters. It’s an oasis for the Browns’ QBs during 
long days filled with meetings, film sessions, 
weightlifting and outdoor workouts. 

“It’s just some place that you can go,” Stan¬ 
ton said. “You can get out of these four walls 
that start to close in on you after a period of 
time. There’s no secret meetings or anything 
going on. It’s not like excluding anybody. Ev¬ 
erybody’s welcome. It’s just a place to go un¬ 
wind, get away from here for the time period 
that we have off and just nothing more, noth¬ 
ing less.” 

Browns left guard Joel Bitonio joked that 


he’s looking forward to visiting the private, 
four-wheeled lair. 

“I might have a password or VIP access,” he 
said. “Drew Stanton has given me the green 
light. I haven’t actually made it in yet, but it’s 
my goal this next week, so if I get in, I might 
spill the beans or something.” 

Stanton said Bitonio — and some select oth¬ 
ers — can visit whenever they want. 

‘Any offensive lineman that’s protecting us 
has VIP access,” he cracked. 


Stanton said the best thing about the camper 
is that it’s a good place for an afternoon nap. 

“We’ve got those beds back there (at the field 
house), but there’s 30 beds and 90 guys. You do 
the math,” Stanton said. “The odds aren’t in 
your favor, but the RV is right next door. It’s 
got a TV in it. Supposedly we’re going to try 
and get some video games in there. But it’s lit¬ 
erally just a way to get out of this building to go 
get your mind away from football and do what¬ 
ever you need to do to get ready for practice.” 


Jets playing 
waiting game 
with Darnold

FLORHAM PARK, N. J. — Still 
no sign of Sam Darnold. 

The No. 3 overall draft pick sat 
out of New York Jets camp for the 
second straight day in a contract 
impasse that has already lasted 
longer than most expected. 

Darnold is expected to compete 
with Josh McCown and Teddy 
Bridgewater for the starting 
quarterback job once he’s under 
contract. But he and Chicago line¬ 
backer Roquan Smith, the No. 8 
choice, remain the only unsigned 
picks from the entire NFL Draft. 

“I’m just worried about the 
guys that are here,” coach Todd 
Bowles said after practice Satur¬ 
day. “The guys that are here are 
going to play and we’re going to 
get ready for the season. And, 
when he comes in, he comes in.” 

Darnold will receive a four- 
year, fully guaranteed contract 
worth $30,247 million, including a 
$20 million signing bonus—when 
he signs. But the dispute seems to 
hang on contract language. 

One issue could be offset lan¬ 
guage, which if included could 
provide a team with a measure 
of financial protection if it cuts 
a player during his rookie con¬ 
tract. Not having offset language, 
a condition that Darnold’s repre¬ 
sentatives are apparently seek¬ 
ing, allows a player to receive his 
remaining salary from the team 
that cut him, as well as get paid 
by another team that signs him. 

“It’s part of the business,” 
Bowles said, insisting he’s not 
frustrated by Darnold’s absence. 
“You deal with something every 
year. I’m not disappointed. I have 
a bunch of guys out here to coach 
and get ready for the season.” 

The Jets’ practice Saturday 
was open to the public, and there 
were a handful of Darnold No. 14 
jerseys spotted throughout the 
stands. Fans broke into occasion¬ 
al chants of “We Want Sam!” dur¬ 
ing the 2 y 2 -hour session. 

“It’s not my business,” wide 
receiver Robby Anderson said 
when asked of Darnold’s situa¬ 
tion. “I’m not an agent. I’m not a 
coach. I’m not a GM. That’s out of 
my control.” 

For the second straight day. 
Josh McCown and Teddy Bridge- 
water handled all of the offensive 
snaps—more than were expected 
when the Jets thought they’d have 
three quarterbacks on the field. 

If Darnold continues to sit out. 
New York could potentially bring 
in another arm for camp while it 
waits on the rookie. 

“We’ll see,” Bowles said. “We’ll 
play it by ear. Right now, we’re 
OK, but we have a Plan B and 
we have some things in place, so 
we’ll play it accordingly.

Shaneil Jenkins and released 
DL Courtney Upshaw, who was 
on non-football injury/illness 
list to start camp. ... WR Quincy 
Enunwa fully practiced without 
the red no-contact jersey, appear¬ 
ing close to being all the way back 
from neck injury a year ago that 
sidelined all of last season.

49ers' Foster says he's 
learned from legal woes

The option of staying off the 
field was part of a policy owners 
approved in May, but was put on 
hold not long after The Associat¬ 
ed Press revealed that the Miami 
Dolphins would consider sus¬ 
pending players up to four games 
for kneeling or otherwise protest¬ 
ing during the anthem. 

Just as he did when he showed 
up two years ago as the overshad¬ 
owed third quarterback on Tony 
Romo’s team, Prescott offered his 
opinion plainly and simply, and in 
so many words. There are count¬ 
less more people listening now. 

“He knows how important that 
is to be one of the faces of the 
team and he always does exactly 
what you’d expect, to a script,” 
offensive coordinator Scott Line- 
han said. “It’s not forced. It’s just 
part of him.” 

Prescott replaced an injured 
Romo in 2016 and had one of the 
best rookie seasons for a quarter¬ 
back in NFL history while lead¬ 
ing Dallas to an NFC-best 13 wins 
and ultimately sending Romo into 
retirement. 

Now 15-year tight end Jason 
Witten and franchise touchdown 
catch leader Dez Bryant are gone. 
The former Mississippi State 
standout is the leading voice, and 
not hesitating to use it. 

“I’d never protest during the 
anthem, and I don’t think that’s 
the time or the venue to do so,” 
Prescott said while adding that 
he respected the right of others 
to protest. “We know about social 
injustice. I’m up for taking a next 
step, whatever that step may be 
for action and not just kneeling.” 

Prescott didn’t have any imme¬ 
diate specifics for that communi¬ 
ty action, but it’ll be a few months 
before he can concentrate on it 
fully. Right now he’s trying to get 
the Cowboys back to the playoffs 
after his encore fell flat. 

Dallas missed the postseason 
at 9-7 last season, clouded by the 
fight over the six-game suspen¬ 
sion that Prescott’s fellow rookie 


sensation, running back Ezekiel 
Elliott, finally had to serve half¬ 
way through the year. 

“It was just a lot of mental mis¬ 
takes, a lot of things that I feel 
like I don’t normally do,” said 
Prescott, who had 13 intercep¬ 
tions a year after throwing just 
four while setting an NFL rookie 
record for passer rating. “I feel 
like I thought a lot about different 
things last year within the games 
and that’s something I’m going to 
try to eliminate.” 

The Cowboys are unproven at 
tight end and receiver after Witten 
retired and the Cowboys decided 
to release Bryant in a cost-cut- 
ting move. Cole Beasley has the 
longest Dallas tenure among the 
receivers, and Terrance Williams 
is the only other pass-catcher who 
was on the roster for Prescott’s 
rookie season. 

“Really last year was a struggle. 
He had some breakdowns at other 
spots that made it tough on him,” 
Beasley said. “Good or bad or 
ugly, he’s the same person through 
and through. That’s what you want 
from your quarterback. Because 
that’s how it is in games.” 

Elliott doesn’t have a possible 
suspension looming this season, 
and at the moment an offensive 
line that was an issue a year ago 
is healthy with a new piece in sec¬ 
ond-round pick Connor Williams. 
The former Texas player is work¬ 
ing as the starting left guard in 
camp. 

Not long before coming to Cali¬ 
fornia, Prescott spent time with 
some of his untested receiving 
corps in Florida. Now he goes 
about figuring out life without 
Witten and Bryant. 

“We’re past that,” he said. “We 
had the whole (offseason practic¬ 
es) and minicamps to kind of get 
over that stage. Those are guys 
I’ve said before you can’t replace. 
But when you get out here, you 
just see the youthfulness that we 
have, how young this team is and 
the energy.”

SANTA CLARA, Calif —San 
Francisco 49ers linebacker Reu¬ 
ben Foster said he is using his 
legal problems that he feared 
could cost him his football career 
this offseason as a learning tool 
going forward now that he has 
been cleared of the most serious 
charges. 

Foster spoke to the media on 
Saturday for the first time since 
he was charged in April for felony 
domestic assault and later exon¬ 
erated when the accuser recant¬ 
ed her story and a judge found no 
other credible evidence. 

“I learned every day I have to 
go harder at everything I do now 
to better myself even more,” Fos¬ 
ter said. “It’s like do or die. Just 
don’t mess up. ... It’s like how I’m 
trying to craft my career, I have 
to craft my life.” 

Foster spent much of his off¬ 
season dealing with legal issues 
rather than preparing for his sec¬ 
ond season in the NFL. He was 
charged in January in Alabama 
with second-degree marijuana 
possession. That charge was 
eventually dismissed after he 
completed a first-time offender 
diversion course. 

Foster then faced more serious 
charges for an incident in Califor¬ 
nia in February. He was initially 
charged in April with felonies 
for domestic violence, making 
criminal threats and weapons 
possession after being accused of 
beating up his ex-girlfriend. 

A judge ruled there was no 
probable cause on the first two 
charges after the ex-girlfriend 
recanted the allegations and the 
judge found no other evidence to 
support the charges. The weap¬ 
ons charge was reduced to a mis¬ 
demeanor and Foster pleaded 
no-contest to that in June. 

He was sentenced to two years’ 
probation, 232 hours of commu¬ 
nity service, and $235 in fines. 

Foster declined to discuss spe¬ 
cifics of the case on Saturday and 
is just thankful to be back with 
his teammates on the field. 

“It made me appreciate foot¬ 
ball a lot better,” he said. “It was 
crazy knowing that football could 
be gone. Just being back on this 
field with my brothers and these 
coaches is a blessing.” 

Foster missed about a month 
of the offseason program while 
dealing with the legal issues and 
will also be suspended without 
pay for the first two games of the 
regular season for violating the 
NFL’s conduct and substance- 
abuse policy. 

He is able to take part in train¬ 
ing camp and play the exhibition 
games, but must sit out San Fran¬ 
cisco’s games against Minnesota 
and Detroit before being allowed 
to return on Sept. 17 before the 
Niners play Kansas City. 


“It was painful,” Foster said 
of the punishment. “It’s football, 
something I do, something I love. 
It is what it is. Accept the conse¬ 
quences, you take it and you move 
on. You learn from it, too, and you 
grow from it.” 

The 49ers stood behind Foster 
even as he was not allowed at the 
facility. But coach Kyle Shanahan 
and general manager John Lynch 
have made clear that Foster must 
get his life in order and avoid fur¬ 
ther legal trouble if he wants to 
remain part of the organization. 

“I think Reuben’s done a great 
job just handling it,” Shana¬ 
han said. “What they originally 
charged him with is as bad of a 
thing as you can imagine. It’s a 
very embarrassing thing because 
of how bad it was. To have all that 
scrutiny on you and to have to go 
through that, I think would be a 
challenge for any human being. 
That would mess a lot of people 
up. 

“I’ve been really, very im¬ 
pressed with Reuben in how he 
handled it, the process he went 


through while it was going on 
and after it got dropped, how he’s 
handled himself since. I know he 
learned a lot through it. We talk¬ 
ed about it a lot at the beginning, 
that some things seem so bad but 
if you get through it, it can be a 
good thing in the long run. If you 
handle it right, it can enlighten 
you in some things and help you 
grow. I really think it has for Reu¬ 
ben and I think it’s benefited him 
in the long run.” 

Foster said he appreciated the 
support, especially from team¬ 
mates who came to court in a 
public show of support. One of 
those teammates was Richard 
Sherman, who barely knew Fos¬ 
ter after signing with the team in 
March. 

Sherman and Foster now have 
lockers next to each other. 

“That’s real. He’s a man for 
that,” Foster said of Sherman 
coming to court in April. “I re¬ 
spect Richard Sherman for that, 
coming to court and supporting 
me. Just being there for me at the 
hard times.”

Cowboys QB Prescott already using 
his voice as new face of franchise

OXNARD, Calif. — Dak Prescott’s best test yet as the new face of 
the Cowboys came two days after owner Jerry Jones once again 
declared that all Dallas players will stand for the national anthem 
and even said they wouldn’t be afforded the alternative of stay¬ 
ing in the locker room.
